—for that will not be finally decided until Monday next, when the last 
day is reached on which an appeal should be lodged. 


The writer of the Jewish World article suggests that the first part of 
the verdict—that which put the local of the murder in the Zaitzeff 
brick works—was returned only because the jury could not disentangle 
its intricacies, and he holds that it offers no alternative but an appeal 
to the highest Court of Russia, so that the innuendo may be removed. 
But he admits that this may prove fatal to Britis himself, whose 
health has been shattered by his imprisonment, and nobody can fairly 
ask that this man of sorrows should nowremain on to consummate his 
martyrdom. Yet, so long as BEILIS continues to live in Russia, his 
life is unsafe. The Black Hundreds, he himself says, have solemnly 
decided on his death, and we have seen, in the not distant past, that 
they can carry out diabolical plots of this description with complete 
immunity. At present, BEILIS is dastitute, the numerous offers to 
exploit him and his sufferings, which had been made by smart entre- 
preneurs, having been one and all refused. He himself has told the 
writer of the Jewish World article that he would gladly go to America, 
provided he was sure of a living. The condition should not be difficult 
to fulfil, and if this victim of a barbarous régime—we cannot say 
latest victim, for, as we write, comes the news of an expulsion order 
against 1,200 Jewish students of Kieff—should find a home and place 
under the sheltering wing of freedom, it would be a fitting ending to a 
painful chapter in our Jewish history.

The Club, as an 
interesting interview with its hon. secretary (Mr. H. L. NATHAN) 
printed in our last issue shows, is doing very fine work, not only 
in keeping Jewish lads out of mischief, but in moulding their characters 
to a high pattern and bringing out all that is best in them. 


The admirable means that are taken to this end were set forth 
We 
need hardly say that the Brady Street is not the only Club which is 
engaged in the same noble endeavours, Physical vigour, mental alert- 


‘ness, and rectitude of character are the stamp of the boys in the Clubs, 


and the police authorities in Hast London assert that in the last few 
years the Kast End has changed out of all recognition, for the better, 
very largely as a result of the valuable work of these institutions. 
Several correspondents raise, this week, the question of the extent of 
the specifically Jewish work of the Institution. It is an important 
consideration, which would appear to need attention. But what can be 


aid without cavil is that a number of our coreligionists devote time, 


labour, and thought unstintedly tothe Clubs. No praise is too great for 
ths able and admirable men and women who give of their time to the task 
of management. But those Jews who do not give personal service at — 
least have the obligation to manifest their sympathy in the shape of 
monetary assistance. Gratitude, love of race, and regard for the 
fact that the future of Jewry is with its youth, ought to inspire a 


generous support and we hope that that help will be promptly 
forthcoming. 


_ PERHAPS the most interesting Jewish news from the provinces 
this week comes from Leeds, where the local 
In the Provinces. Jewish Communal Organisation has actively 


taken up the defence of the interests of its 
coreligionists. The Organisation had three matters before it. One 
was the anti-Jewish correspondence proceeding in a local journal, and 
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in regard to that it has succeeded in eliciting a sympathetic statement 
from the editor. The other two matters concerned the unpleasant 
reference to Jews, by the Official Receiver at the Leeds Bankruptcy 
Court, to which we drew attention last week, and the offensive 
regulation adopted by the Shop Arsistants’ Association Club, pro- 
hibiting Jews from beccming members. We welcome tbis action 
mainly because it is indicative of a spirited determination of Leeds 
Jews to stand up for themselves. But it is also satisfactory as 
proving that it is not always necessary in every local difficulty to 
invoke the assistance of the Board of Deputies in London. The 
provinces can act for and by themselves, and, up to a certain point, 
should be encouraged to do so. 

Torning to another provincial city, Manchester, we notice that the 
Talmudical Collere has been presented, free of charge, with new 
premises by. Mr. JoHN LEVY. The news will, perhaps, raise a 
sich of regret in the managers of the Great Garden Street Talmud 
Torah, London, who are bound to clear out of their present utterly 


unsuitable premises, but have so far collected only a small amount for 


a new boilding. Is there no counterpart, in London, of the kindly 
benefactor in the Lancashire city? Deep regret of a more personal 
pature will he felt at the death of Mr. EMANURL WISE, an excellent 
worker in the Manchester community and a worthy and pious Jew. 


THE VOLTURNO INQUIRY. 


In the irquiry into the burning of the “ Voltarn»,” now being beld in London, 
before Lord D-eart, Wreck Commirsioner, mary references were made to the lerge 
pumber of Jewish emigrants on board. When the fire was discovered they 
assembled on deck and praved.

BEILIS. 


HIS FUTURE. 


AN INTERESTING ARTICLE. 


[We reprint from the Jewish World the following, which was specially written 
for that journal by Mr. Bor's Berliand, who was present during the whole of the 
trial, and who interviewed Beilis after his acquittal. } 

Tbe curtain has dropped on one of the last acts of a great Jewish tragedy. 

Kieff and the whole of Rassia are still seething with excitement. It seems, 
therefore, an opportune moment, in view of the intricacies of this “ Ritual Murder 
Trial” to lay before the English public a summary account of my personal 
experiences in the case. I was present as special correspondent of the New York 
American and can vouch for the accuracy of my information. 

Oaly on the 25th of November (Russian style), will the fate of Mendel Beilis 
be decided. Oaly on the 8sh of December (English style), will the entire world 
learn whether the matter rests as ij is, or whether it will be taken to a Court of 
Appeal for a fartber bearing. | 

I may mention that the ambiguous verdict of the jary, which in their inability 
to analyse the first question decided that the murder of the boy bad taken place 
on Jewish territory—which verdict leaves the situation as obscare as before—cffers 
no alternative except that of appealing to the highest Court of Russia in order to 
have the innuendo removed. Yet this step may prove fatal to Beilis, as his health 
hes completely broken down under the abominable treatment which he has been 

Sorrow and affi'ction have left their imprint on this victim of Russian 
bureaucracy. For days and nights he wept, but no one pitied bim; he cried— 
they heeded not bis tears ; he protested his innocence—they laughed him to scorn, 
for they regarded him as the murderer of the Christian boy, and with contempt 
passed oarelesely by. | 

Thirty-four days, from the early morning till late in the night, he occupied. 
the same place, feverishly listening to the progress of his trial. Thirty-four days: 
old and young anxiously scanned the bieck-bordered columns relating the 
incidents of the trial, asking themselves what the end would be: whether Beilis 
would be acquitted or foard guilty. | 

The voice of wailing was heard in many bomes; the houses of prayer were filled 

with worshippers who fasted during the whole day when the verdict was expected. 

At last, good news arrived. “ Beilis acquitted.” 

The truth had prevailed, bad shattered the wall of ignorance, and with it a 

wave of human sympathy crept into the bosom of the common peasant jury. | 

All, Jews and Christians who knew the falsehood of the charge, united in a 

pean of rejoicing, and the little modest dwelling-hovse where Beilis lives became 
ashrine. . . . A guard of soldiers surrounded the house, but the two rooms 
which he occupied were full of a thronging crowd. . 
He ttood a stranger in a strange land, receiving pumberless congratulations ; 
he was pale and in a highly nervous state, and he was exceedingly weary. . . . 
It bas been my privilege to visit Beilis several times after his acquittal, and I 


_ witnessed several incidents which brought tears to the eyes of many.

Before taking my departure I had a private 
conversation with Beilis as regards his fature. 

“It is difficult,” he remarks, “for me to tell 
you what I am going to do until I know that | 
am qnite a free mao.” 

When I asked him whether he intended to 
leave Kieff, he replied: “I ought to leave Russia, 
as I have received many threatening letters from 
members of the 7'wo-headed Eagle. Farthermore 
the “ Black Hundreds” have solemnly decided on 
my death, since this is denied them by Russian 
justice, So you see that the best thing for me 
to do is to abandon the country cf my birth 
and go to a new land where I may begin a new 
life. But I am completely penniless and abso- 
lutely homeless. All sorts of cffers to exploit 
me have been made, but I have refased them all, 
for I want to know the ultimate result of wy trial. 

Thus the situation remains for ibe present. 

An unfortunate feature of the case is the 
antagonism prevailing between the members of 
the Committee of the local Jews. 

S.me are in favour of Beilis emigrating to 
Palestine where a colony will be founded and 
pamed after him. This is practically impossible 
in view of his bad state of health. Oshers 
advccate his going to Frankfort where many Jews 
reside ; others, lastiy, favour bis living in America, 
whence many offers have been received. ©

THE CHIEF RABBI AND THE COMMUNITY. | 


MUTUAL RESPONSIBILITY. 


—— 


NE of the signs of the times is the remarkable manner in which Jewish 
. ideals upon large questions are becoming more and more recognised as the 
true ideals. Toat the ideals so largely remain ideals and are not more 
frequently put into practice is nothing against the argument. The id-al 
whichis the foundation of thenew International Palace at the Hague isessential y 
Jewish, It was a Jewi-h prophet who spoke in gladful anticipation of the 
time when men should beat their swords into ploughshares and their spears 
into pruning hooks, when they should learn war no more. The care cf the poor, 
again, and the whole gamut of social duty which bas come to be go largely 
re cognised during this last quarter of acentury, has as its baris the Jewish ideal 
of man’s ret ponsibility to his fellow-men. In gleaning the fields we were com- 
manded to leave the corners for the poor. Out of modern-gleanings the law 
compels us to set a-ide a proportion so that the aged should be removed from 
penury and dire want, and the sick and those who are fallen by the way should 
have the wherewithal for restoration to health and to strength. Indeed, in almost 
all walks of public life, the Jewish ideal, if it does not yet prevsil—and we are 
very far from that—at least bas whatis popular'y termed a ‘good look in.” The 
Hebrew code is thus crammed full of provisions for kindness and consideration of 
man towards his fellow men, and cf regard for the porition in which for the 
time being he may be placed. The call of battle was not allowed to shout 
down the higher aspirations of thoughtful consideration. The Buble 
tells us that when the recruiting sergeant went out among the people, 
he was forbidden to impress those to whom war and battle would be peculiarly 
an undue burden. The man, for instance, who had built a house and had not 
dedicated it—he was not to be recruited; nor was the man that had planted 
@ vineyard and had not yet reaped the fruit thereof; nor was a man who had 
become betrothed and had not yet married the ot }-ct of hs affection. It is 
more than probable that sheer utilitarianism and practical « ffect had as much 
to do as sentiment in the framing of this piece of the Mosaic code. An army 
in which there were such weakening elements as the soldier thinking of the 
house he had built but of which he might never become the indweller; of the 
vineyard he had planted but might never see the fruit of; or of the sffection 
he had bespoken but would never be able to requite; would be an army con- 
taining elements of weakness. It would be an army of soldiers many of 
whom might have their minds and their hearts diverted from the stern purpose 
It would be to such an extent invidious as to prove entirely absurd were 
we Jews to forget the application of this ordinance to the everyday affsirs of 
life. The meaning of the ordinance is by no means obscure. It is an 
adjaration to conrideration and to leniency towards thcse set in difficult 
positions, an adjuration to pay regard to the special circumstances in which 
they are placed—a behest against an unreasonable demand upon the powers 
of our feliow-men. If the Israelite of old was to be immune from fighting the 
battles of his people, for a pesiod during which it was but natural that his 
heart and his mind should be concentrated on the special object of his 
affection and regard, no one would think of withholding a like considera- 
tion and leniency from the man who bas shouldered the burden of the Chief 
Rabbinate of this country. The limit during which the Israelite of old 
could claim immunity from the recruiting sergeant was twelve months. 
At the end of that period he was exp:cted to have been able to attune his 
private and personal calls to the public demands upon him. Before the next 
issue of this journal appears, twelve months will have gone by since the 
Selection Committee ‘specially recommended” Dr. Hertz for the then vacant 
post of Chief Rabbi. We are nearing, fast nearing, the time when the 
first anniverrary of our Chief Rabbi’s installation will be with us. Anglo- 
Jewry is looking forward now with keen anticipation to seeing De. Hertz fully 
jos ify the confidence reposed in him, The universal opinion is that Arglo- 
Jewry wil] not in the least be di-appcinted. A period was bound to elapse, in 
sheer mercy and consideration, in sheer kindliness and rega'd to special circum- 
stances, du:ing which our Chief Rabbi could take his bearings, pl.ce bis foot 
firmly in the stirrup, or do any cf the other things that are colloquially 
known by an allegorical phrase. And, speaking of allegorical phrases, brings 
to mind one which tells us that, as the twig is bent, the tree is inclined—a 
phrase which points to the necessity of, mixed metaphor notwithstanding, 
men choosing the right road at the beginning. The year that will have gone 


by since the Chief Rabbi was appointed will bave been for the most part a 


‘year of marking time for the community. What, however, the Chief Rabbi 
has been doing we must, to employ a famous phrase, Wait and see.” But, 
we are fast approaching the days when the community will expect to see some 
fruition of its fond anticipations. ee 

When the late Chief Rabbi died, there were big problems overdue for 
solution, which, by common consent, had been left in abeyance, in deference 
to De. Adler’s age and heaith. At his death, the questions, equally by 
common consent, were shelved pending the appointment of his successor. 

When Dr. Hertz became Chief Rabbi, again by common consent, these 
problems were placed in abeyance, pending his getting to know the 
community, studying its needs, making himee If acquainted at first hand 
with the nuances of the questions, the initiating of the solution of 
which must necessarily be with the Chief Rabbinate. What there is in 
roepect it is not posrible to say, nor profitabie to argue, On this matter Dr. 

ertz has been ringularly reticent. He has given no .ndication of the manner 
in which such prob ews as the re-orgavisation—the religious re-organieation— 
of Anglo-Jewry, the vitalising of Jewish forees within the community, the 
needs of education, to give one or two instances, are going to be grappled with 
by bim, He has spoken rouad about all these points, but he has not till now even 
said a word in what may be termed the region of practical work, Yet, the sands 
are running on of the time during which he can reasonably claim the respite, 


those dsys are coming to an end, and the days are approaching when, unless 


and the consideration which influenced the law of immunity to the Ieras lites of 
old, when our people went out to battle. The reminder is here set down; it 
onght not to be needful to say, in not the slightest antagonism to the Chief 
Rabbi, in no sense of disappointment with the work he has done hitherto. 
Atsuredly, again, it ought not to be needful to say are they set down 
in no carping or inconsiderate epirit. But the problems are there, 
and we are here, and the sands are running on. It is well to remind the 
Chit f Rabbi, with profound deference and infinite respect, that his appointment 
was heralded because it was anticipated that he would grapple with these 
problems, and that there would be an end to the policy of drift and laisser faire. 


Neither is the reminder here set down because of any doubt as to the 
capacity of the Chief Rabbi to do the work which lies at his hands. In more 
than one instance, and in many respects the Chief Rabbi has proved himse f a 
strong and vigorous personality, a proved and outspoken champion of Jewish 
rights and interests, a worthy representative of the community. But the excel- 
lent work in this direction—the direction which points to outside rather than 
inside the community—is by no means the main portion of the labour which the 
Chief Rabbi has to do, if he would fulfil our hopes, our anticipations, our ideas 
regarding him. Todenounce the Russian Government for its miserable hy pocrisy 
in sending representatives to the White S ave Trsffic Conference, whilst it was 
itself manufacturir g white slaves in its lust for Jewish persecution, was a 
great and noble work. His letter to Cardinal Bourne and the reply it evoked 
was an excellent contribution to the protest against the Blcod Libel. His 
energy in digging out from. an English dictionary the insulting significance 
placed against the term “to Jew’ was évidenc? of his meticulousness. His 
support of the Sunday Closing of Public Houses was a sign of bis 


desire to bring the Coaief Rabbi abreast with the dignitaries of 
the Christian Church, It was a move the wisdom of which 
can only be _ justified if Dr. Hertz proves in the future that 


the Chief Rabbi was made for the community and not the community for 
the Chief Rabbi. That, indeed, at this moment appears to be the necessary 
word. During the period of immunity which is fast drawing to a c'ose it was 
natural that the community should obliterate itself to a large extent in 
deference to the office which it had adorned with the new Chief. Bat, the 
period of immunity ended, the community will come back, as it were, to the 
rightful position which it must ever occupy vis a vis its Cnief Rabbi. It will 
find itself still borne down with the weight of problems-in the hope of a 
solution of which his appointment in the main was made. 


These words are not set down, be it eaid, in the remotest’ with.any desire 
to apply to our Chief Rabbi a process which bis knowl dge of America makes 
him fully acquainted withthe process of hustle. They are intended equally 
as a rewinder to the community as ® reminder to Dr. Hertz. Without the 
aid of the commu: ity—without its help, without its co-operation—the Chief 
Rabbi, were he a man of infinitely greater parts even than he is, would be 
helpless as a puny baby. If the Chief Rabbi has duties of the nature indicated 
towards the community, the community must not suppose that the mere 
eppointment of Dr. Hertz has removed from them al] further responsibility, 
Dc. Hertz took upon himself when he became Chief Rabbi a clear and de fiuite 
part. But, he did not take upon himself the whole responsibility. Of 
that the community could not and did not relieve itself by choosing 
him, and it is well, seeing that the community allowed matters to 
dnft and remain in abeyance, and to be adjourned for so long—it is 
well that there should be brought to its mind thé fact that the time is 
fast approaching when further acj.urnment, further delay, wiil be out 
of question. There is no need here to enter into the details of the problems 
or into the minute of the questions. But, there is need here to say that 
upon the Chief Rabbi rests this responsibility ; his must be the initiative. It 
would have been unreasonable to expect of him during the first months of his 
Rsbbinate that he should do much more than he has done. It would have been 
absurd to ask that he should initiate big schemes for the communal welfare 
b-fore he could become acquainted at first hand with the community. But, 


Dr Hertz is going to belie the sentiments with which he has impressed 
all who have come pigh unto him, will begin the time for his justifying to 
the full the high position which he occupies. The belief is general that he 
will not fail us. For Dr. Hertz is not the man who will claim immunity in 
the fourth class of those whom the Bible mentions—* What man is there 
that is fearful and faint-hearted ? Let him go and return unto his house lest 
his brother’s heart faint as well as his heart.” 


It is to encourage and to hearten our Chief Rabbi in the work that lies at 
his hands that this opportunity is chosen for offering a reminder that we are 
within a day or two of a year since the Selection Committee ‘specially recom- 
mended” Dr. Hertz to the high position in which, if prophecy may be 
permitted, he will prove himself able by his work to render within the region 


of true prognostication the highest estimates that have been formed 
concerning him. |

THE RUSSIAN ANTI-SEMITIC CAMPAIGN. 
Jew Baiters’ Determined Attacks —English Loan to Kieff. 
{From our Correspondent.) 


The great anti-Semitic campaign initiated on the eve of the Beilis trial shows 
no sigos of abatement. Oa the contrary, our enemies sre showing every deter- 
mination to revenge themselves for the release of the prisoner, and the Blood 
Accusation is only one of the terrible libels now in daily currency against the Jews. 
As for their tactics, the Odessa anti-Semites have just resolved that the ‘' peaceful 
pogrom ’’ policy against the Jews is preferable, as being the safest course for 
its authors. During his tour in Europe, M. Kokovtzeff learnt once more what 
Russia must not do against the Jews. Notbing of a ‘‘crying’’ nature against 


_ them can be permitted, is the motto of diplomatic Russia as a result of its latest 


experiences, for, after all, even the Mayor of Kieff itself bad to go to Eogland to 


conclude @ municipal loan, and, as he reported on his return from London, on 


account of the Beilis case which deeply interested all Eoglishmen the objections 
raised to a loan were intense! The fear of pogroms in Russia also affected the 


negotiations of the Premier with the European fiaanciers, and his pleas that |

Press. It is a matter of no great difficulty to prove that all the talk of Jewish

useless to argue with the anti-Semites, who bad fixed ideas which they refused to 
change. On one side the Reaction defends its present powerfal position and uses 
anti-Semitism as the test for /ovalty to its ranks, ard on the other side Progress, 
as was clearly stated in the Russkoe Bogitstvo, bas come to recognise that “the 
Jewish question is the Russian question,’’ and that the two prublems must be 
solved tugether. Between the two foroes stand the Ociobrists and M. Gatchkoff, 
bold enough to demand general reforms, but too timid to claim that all citizens of 
Russia, not the orthodox tubjects of the Tsar only, shcud enjoy them. Though 
the Octobrist Conference «mphasised the pecessity of carrying cut the © >tober 
Manifesto, especially as regards the principles of inviolabii y of person ard 
freedom of conscience, and though it also recogvised that the present régime led to 
dissatisfaction and revolation, the gathering lacked the courage to deai with the 
question of the various nationslities in Rasa. The party is even afraid to 
support another pro Bilis interpellation in the Dama.

FAILURE OF A “CONFESSIONSLOS" COMMITTEE. 


(from our Correspondent. } 


BERLIN. 

According to statistics published in the Jewish Press, it transpires that the 
number of conversions has decreased during the !ast three months, although 
the “ Copfessionslos ” Committee has besn very actlve in capturing liberal Jews 
for its cause. The leaders of the C »mmiistee, many: f whom are converted Jews, 
bave made common cause with the P ossian Scc alists, who are also agitatiug for 
the separation of the Church from the State. The leader of the “ Confes+i nslos ” 
Committee imagined that they would profit by co-operation with the Sooialiste, 
whereas many liberal Jews, who were disposed to leave Judaism and join this 


_ Btbeistio organisation, now refuse to do so bicause they do not wish to sup- 


port the Socialist cause. It must be remembered that the most liberal Jews in 
Germany, who are merchants or manofeciurers, are the sworn enemies of the 
Scciaiis's, and rather than help the “red” cause they prefer to remain in the 
Jewirh faith. Tobe leaders of the “ Confersionsics ” Committee are aware of this 
fact, and are charging those liberal Jews who had promised to leave Jadaism with 
But the Socialists now refase to co-operate with the 
“ Confes:ionsics ” Committee, because they onlv wish to help the Bourgeoisie to 
free iteelf from the political Church. The Frankfurter Zeitung the attuu'e of 
‘which to the “ Confessionsios ” Committee was sympathetic. admits that this body 
has not tucceeded, and doubts whether it will succeed in the future, politically or 
even religiously. 


Meanwhile, members of the “ Confeasionslos ” Committee continue to attack | 


the progressive “liberal” Jews who still remain in the Jewish faith, telling them 
that they are acting like men without seose and honour, as they have no moral 
right to support a Church in the teachings of which they do not believe. As regards 
the argument cf many liberal Jews that Judaism is more than a religion, and that 
leaving Judaism means leaving the Jewish pecple and the familv. the “ ,philosophere ” 
of the “Confeesionslos” Committee point ont in the Freie Wort that a Jewish 
people does not exist, and that those German Jews who stil are of the contrary 
opinion, have no right to call themselves Germans, and ask for equal treatment 
with the other sabj-cts of the Empire. Finally, they make a farious attack on 
Zionism, which, they say, prevents the liberal Jews emancipating themselves from 
“ old superstitions ” and from besoming “ complete Earopeans.” 

In this connection, it is interesting to note that when the “ Confessionslos ” 
Committee some time ago asked the Frankfort Jewish community not to furnish 
the local Jewish papers with the names of those members who bad abjured 
Jadaism because this information amounted to a denunciation, the official Fravk- 
fort commuaity replied that they could not comply with this wish, and that they 
would in future contioue the same practice. “ A Jew who leaves his faith has not 
only left his religion, but also his ancient culture and his oppressed brethren.” 
Needless to say, this answer did not please the leaders of the “Confessionslos” 
Committee, wbo are now abusing the Frankfort Jewish community because it 
supports prejudice, superstition, and hypocrisy.

Gocdman, apart from general public hfe, bas always taken an active interest in 
local Jewish communal matters. Mr. Goodman has resided on the Rand 
for nineteen years. He was founder and President of the Springs Hebrew 
Congregation, Hon. Secretary of the Witwatersrand Old Hebrew Congre- 
gation (which he now serves as a member of the Com vittee), Treasurer of the old 
Beard of De puties, and now member of the Execative Council of the South African 
Board, Tressurer of the Hebrew High School of the committee of which he is now 
a member, and he bas jist been elected a member of the Executive of the South 
African Zionist Federation. For four years the new Mayor was a Goveroment 
nomivee on the Witwatersrand East School Board, but he had to resiga owing to 
ill-health, and on this account, too, he resigaed from the Board of the Boksbarg 
Hospital, on which he had served for a similar period. Mr. Goodman's onty 
son is at Cambridge studying for the Bar. Past pupils of the Liverpool Jewish 
Schools will be interested to learn that the new Mayor isan “old boy” of that 
institution.

Prussian Bureaucracy Supports a Jewish Socialist

BERLIN. 

When the question cf the confirmation of the election of Dr. Cobn, a Socialist 
member of the R i bstag, was discussed in the Imperial Parliament last F' iday 
the fact was revealed that Prussian bureaucracy, from the ¢fficisl head of the 
Kriegerverein to the Governor of tbe Province, had supported the Jewish § soralist 
10 Opyositiun to the Liberal candidate. The leader of the Radical Party in the 
Rei hstag asked that the election of Dr. Cuhn should be invaiidated as the cfficials 
of the State and the entire machinery of the Conservative anti-Semitic Party 
bad worked in bis favour and thus irfiaenced the poll. State officials had 
declared that Dr. Cobn had been the < fficial candidate of the Government, and 
the Administrator assured the electors that if they voted for the Sooialist they 
would be honoured by the G »vernment, as the G vernment bad promised to confer 
& decoration on the locai Kriegerverein’ The Chief of the Kreigerverein had 
ordered his edberents to vote for De Conn. Asa mattercf fact the Government 
has fa'fiiled its promise and has honoured the Kriegervercin by bestowiog upon it 
the “ Fiaggenband,” which isso greatly esteemed. In she courss of the debate 
& Socialist speaker agreed that the State officials bad supported the candidature of 
Dr. Cohn. but he said that Dr. Cobn could not be made respovsible for the favour 
shown him by the Government. He therefore asked the Reichstag to confirm the 
election. ‘I wonder,” the Socialias speaker concluded, “why Herr von Hollweg 
has been good enough to accept our friend Dz. Cobn as a candidate of the Prusian 
Government. Bat, please do not let Dr. Cohn suffsr for this high honour shown 
him by the authorities.” (Laughter.) The decision of the Reichétag will be 
given in the course of a week or a0. “aa

The Rev. A. P. Bender presided on the 9+h of November at the annual distri- 
bution of prizes in connection with the Public Talmud Torah School, the object of 
which is to provide Jewish boys and girls with a thorough training in the Hebrew 
language, literature and history and in the Jewish religion. Previously to the prizes 


being presented by Mrs. A. Silbert, Mr. Bender deliver: d an address. He exhorted 


Jewish parents to take the fullest advantage of an institution which ministered 
with such admirable ¢ fficiency to the requirements of the higher life of their off- 
spring.

THE GOVERNMENT'S PROMISE. 


In reply to representations recently addressed by the All-India Moslem League 
to the Foreign Secretary, upon the protection of the civil and religions freedom of 
Balkan minorities, Sir Eyre Crowe wrote on December lst stating that the 


provisions of the Treaty of Berlin are in no way abrogated by the territorial 


changes in the Near East, and remain as binding as they have been hitherto as 
regards all territories ccvered by those articles at the time when the Treaty was 
signed. He adds:—‘* His Majesty’s Government will, however, consult with the 
other powers as to the policy of reaffirmiog in some way the provisions of the Treaty 
of Berlin for the protection of the religious and other liberties of minorities in the 
territories referred to, when the question of giving formal recognition by the 
Powers to the recent territorial changes in the Balkan Peninsular is raised.”

THE RUSSIAN MINISTRY OF JUSTICE AND TCHEBERAKOVA. — 
Strange Attitude. 
(From our Correspondent.} 


A ourious announcement bas emanated from the Ministry of Justice with 
witieiens to the q 1estion of the discovery of the real assassins of Ya-chinsky. The 
Ministry concurred ia the view that the tracing of their identity was desirable, bat 
it seemed at & loss howto approach the matter. It is absolutely opp sed to any 
step against Tcheberakova (Vera Toheberiak), as this would be interpreted as “the 
abandoment of the ritual theory of the mord-r,” which it regards as proved. 

The continued revelations of the Kievlanin, exposing the febrications of the 
authorities in the Beilia case, cause mach annoyance to the Ministry. Despite all 
exposures, however, the Public Prosecutor, M. Vipper, last week obtained the rank 
of State Councillor. 


Dr. Paul Nathan on the Object of the Trial. 


Dr. Paul Nathan, Hon. Seoretary of the Hilfsverein der Deutschen Juden, has 
issued @ state ment on the Briliscase. After a survey of the manner io which the 
case was worked up he continues :— 

“The Kieff trial was not a criminal trial in any sense of the word. It was a 
political prosecution, staged by the powerfal All-Rassian Leagae of Nobles, which 
is an organised, i: flaential party of reaction and is supported by the varioas leaders 
of the Rassian bareancracy for their own ends. Ia the strugg’e between the 
reactionary and prcegressive powers io Russia the Beilis trial is ovly an interlude. 
The attack attempted by reaction bas failed this time, but it has had the result o/ 
rousing not only the progressive but also the enlightened and ble elements 
in Russia. The civilised world, on both sides of the Atlantic, without regard to 
denomination or faith, has been a breathless spectator of the combat. Russian 
reaction is most certaialy not defeated. Oae mast fear, indeed, that it will not for 
long refraia from fresh aesaulte, either against the Jews ia Rassia or the Rassian 
intelligent classes. That is the mournfal prospect. New catastrophes can only be 
avoided by Russia if she bring herself to establish a g>verament made up of men of 


will and of sufficient force of character to hold reactioaary and revolutiovary 


anarchists in check. For the present, unfortanately, there is no indication that 
men with such qualities, who are to be found in Rassia, will be the recipients of 
the Tsar's confidenee.” | 


Meeting at Cardiff. 


In spite of the inclement weather that prevailed last Monday evening the large 
Cory Hall was crowded on tbe occasion of the protest meeting, organised by the 
local Jewish community, against the Blood Libel accusation. Practically every 
Jewish congregation in South Wales and Monmouthshire was represented, and on 
the platform were -representatives of all religions deoominations and all shades of 
polisical opinion. A large number of letters and messeges of sympathy with the 
object of the meetiog were read, iaclading tho-e from ths Lerd Mayor of Cardiff, 
tbe Bishop of Llandaff, Lord Niniaa S:uart, M.P., Mr. F. C. Bowring (prospective 
Liberal candidate for Cardiff), Atchdeacon Backley, and Mr TD. A. Thomas. 

Professor W. J. ROB#RTS (Oardff Uaiversity), who presided, said that the 
complete breakdown of the Keff charge, as bad happened to previous charges of 
the kind, only proved how groundless was the calamny. He testifivd in ealogistic 
terms to the integrity of the Jewi-bh people. 

Principal W. EDWARDS moved the following resolution :— 

That thie meeting of citizens of Card ff and surrounding districts, representative of 

all religions denominations and all shades of political « pinion, most seriously protests 
against the infamous and maiicious accusation, made at tne Kieff trial, that Jews u e or 
require human blood for ritaal Dab onc (2) expresses its horror and indignation that 
sah @ base charge—a relicand myth «of barbaric ages—should be made to defams the 
Jewish nation or any sect thereof, and affirms with ail the strength in its power that the 
blood accusation is absolutely untrae aad contrary to the teachongs uf the Jewish 
religion; and (3) asks the whole civilised world to join f rces in condemning and ending 
once and for ever this baseless calamny against che Jewish people, and to use their 
inflaence and pressure with the Russian Government to discourage such persecution of 
the Jews in the future. That copies of this resolation be forw.rded to the Rigat Hon. 
H. H. Asqaith, Sir Edward Grey, and the Rassian Ambassador.

The biennial provincial general meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Associa 
be held on Sunday, the 14th inst., at Glasgow, and will be presided ae Mr. 
Claude G. Montefiore, the President. At this meeting the annual report will be 
presented for adoption. 

As usual, the annual report is prefaced by a review of the principal 
the year under consideration.

The Presidents 
of the Conjoint Foreign Con mittee availed themselves of the opportunity afforded by the 
Peace negotiations in Loudon to denounce in the Press the unexampled bad faith of 
Rumania in respect of its obligations to the Jews under the treaty of Berlin. The 
Jouncil regard as inadequate and unsatis- | 
factory the promise held out by Rumanian = «« 
statesmen that Jewish soldiarae who were 
among the troops mobilised during the 
second Balkan War would be granted 
complete civil and _ political rights. 
No'hing short of the full emancipation 
of all the Jews in Romania, as conceded 
by the Berlin Treaty, can be regarded 
as svfficient. 

In view of the dinner held in aid of 
the furds, special efforts were made by 
the Branches in general to augment 
their contributions. These endeavours 
were successful, for the total receipts 
from the Branches show a substantial 
increase On the income from this source 
in the previous year. Exoellent work, 
other than that of collecting fuuds, is 
performed by the Cambridge Branch. 
Tbis Branch holds several meetings in 
most sessions, at which interesting 
accounts are given of the Asscciation’s 
work, and the students are kept 
informed of its needs and doings. 

Tbe chapters on Rassia, the Balkans, 
and Rumania add little to the in forma- 
tion already in the possession of onr 
readers from the fuil details of the 
events in those regions reported in the 
colamns of the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
from week to week. The acquittal of 
Beilis is recorded in the report, “bat 
the Council grieve to say that the 
verdict of the jury gave countenance 
to the wicked charge of ritual 
murder.” 

Of its educational work the Council 
states that the nomber of children in 
the schools subsidised by the Associa- 
tion is 12,918. The subvenrtions 
amounted to £4,354, of which £2 348 
was swallowed up by the Evelina de 
Rothschild Girls’ School in Jerusalem, 
one of the three schools directly con- 
trolled by the Association, the two 
Others being the girls’ school at 
Mogador, and the school for the Bene 
Israel at Bombay. Thé report of Mies 
Annie E. Landau. the head mistress of 
the Evelina de Rothschild School, is 
invariably of an encouragiog character, 
and this year’sis no exception. We reprint some of the most interesting passages : 


Of the five Kindergarten claeses, three are taught entirely in Hebrew; in the remain- 
ing two, as well as thronghont the girls’ school, the curriculum is divided equally between 
the Hebrew and English languages. 

Two excellent teachers from London—Miss Rebecca Portnoi and Miss Deborah 
Lazarus—have been added to the staff during the year. Both ladies were acclimatised 
very quickly, and are doing thoroughly good work. A teachers’ training class has been 
added to the school with satisfactory results in its first year’s work. A pupil of the 
school, who spent three years in Hungary as a governess, has returned to the school at 
our request as teacher of Hebrew, owing to our d fficulty in fiading suitable Hebrew 
teachers in Palestine. Baron von Frendiger (Miss Hirschensohn’s emplover in Bada- 

t) consented to her return to us on condition that another Evelina School pupil 
ame his children’s gverness. 

Extra rdinary circumstances forced us this year to exceed the number of new 
admissions at Passover by nearly one hindred. A group of enthusiastic young Zionists 
in Jerusalem determined to place in Jewish schools about 200 Jewish girls attending the 
day school of the Lond n Jews’ Society (for Prom >ting Christianity amongst the Jews). 
Forming a cordon round the school bailding hey took charge of the papils as the latter 
left the school, accompanied them home, and obtained the consent of the parents to 
their being placed in Jewish schools on the understanding that they reeeived the same 
beuefits as at the Mission School (free tuition, clothing, food). 

The workrooms—self-eupporting (lace, underlinen, millinery)—continue to be 
successful. At the request of the Jerusalem Branch of the Frauenkultarverein lace 
workrooms, we employed for some time those of their workers to whom the temporary 
closing of their workroomea for financial re-organisation meant—want. 

A great deal of iateresting medical work has been undertaken at the School during 
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Specimens of lace manufactured at the Evelina de‘Rothschild School, Jerusalem. \ 


the past year, the great good to the children reanlting therefrom fully justifying the 
steps taken. Dr. Brann, an efficient Iccal Jewish dentist, has taken charge of the dental 
treatment of the school ehildren on exeeedingly reasonable terms.

| Was medically examined in a thoreughbly scientific manner, under the direction of Pro- 


fessor Dr. lihlens, head of the Malaria Investigating Expedition sent to Jerusalem 
last winter by the German Empress, and owing to the systematic treatment prescribed 
(which includea home hygiene) the high perrentage of malaria am’ nest the school 
children has fallen considerably. Professor Miihlens, on his recent return from Europe 
brought onr children a gift from the German Empress in the form of sugar-coated 
quinine tablets to the valine of 200 francs. 


A considerable proportion of ‘the Association’s subventions is expended in 
encouraging the teachiog of English in several eastern cities, where a knowledge of 
the language is of importance to the fature of the pupils, who thereby obtain pro- 


fitable appointments, especially in commercial bouses trading with Eogland. This 
fact is empbasised by the English teachers at several of these schools. The teacher 


at Smyrna, in commendiog the work of his pupils, writes :— 


At our last examination, all the students showed remarkable intelligence and were 
able to answer the questions quickly and accurately. The Examiners were delighted to 
notice the particn'ar aptitude of the sch»lars for the English Janguage.® The report, 
published in the Jewish CHRONICLE of December 6th last. concerning the visit to the 
Alliance School of Commander Spencer D. Forbes and the Naval Instructor of H.M.S.

JUDAISM AND THE SYNAGOGUE. 


A JUSTIFICATION OF REFORM. 


BY THE REV MORRIS JOSEPH, 

Preaching on Fabbath Isat at the Berke’ey Street Synagogue, from the text :— 
“And Isaac diaged agrin the wells of water which they had digged in the days 
of Abraham his father; for the Philistines hed stopped them after the death of 
+ 4nd Isaac's servants digged in the valley, and found there 
@ well of springing water” (Gen. xxvi., 18, 19), : 

the Rev. MORRIS JOSEPH said :— 

The Rabbivs interpret the text figuratively. The springing waters, which 
res set flowing, signify, they say, the Torah, the life-giving waters of religious 
trath. 

A few days sgo two members of an important provincial congregation came 
to me and stated that they were meditating the initiation of a movement for the 
este blichment of religious services in their town on Reform lines. Many of the 
younger members cf the congregation, they exrlained, were keenly desirous of 
seeing some changes introduced into the existing sypagegae ritual; but the 
authorities were either unable or unwilling to comply with the desire. As arernit, 
these yourg men and women were beroming estranged from rublic worehip. 
Some of them, indeed. habituslly beld aloof from the synagogue on Sabbatb, 
though they abstained from business on that day. The situation was serious. It 
portended the

of a covsiderable section of the congregation. What advice had I to give? Were 
these two men—they were advanced in years, and had no predilection for charge 
a —were they justified in doing violence to their own conservative instincts, and 
5 promoting a Reform movement. out of regard for the religious needa of the younger 
ue generation and for the stability of Judaisem in the coming time? Were they 
justified in fementing a schism in a commnnity hitherto always united? I gave 
my arswer without much hesitation “You are fully justified.” I said; “go 
forward.” I, too, felt the responsibility of doing anvthing that might even 
remotelv help to sow division in a united congregation. But I remembered that 
more important even than unity. certainly more important than superficial unity, 
is a healthy Judaism and a vigorous spiritual life. I remembered that the periods 
when Judaism has flourished most have been those when its various sections have 
been keenest in their rivalries, that wholesome differences are the life-blood of a 
religious communion. I reflected, farther, that. as we of this congregation are 
beginning to perceive, if we have faith in Reform, we are logically bound to propagate 
it in ceses where it is likely to strengthen the sway of Judaism. And so as I have said, 
I bade these men go forward. Thereupon one of them asked me this question :— 
“It is commonly urged agsinst Reform that it has been a failure, seeing that its 
synsgogues areempty. What are we to say to this objection?” My reply was 
as follows:—Admitting the alleged fact for the sake of argument, I deny the 
validity of the deduction. The siz> of the Sabbath Morpivg congregation is no 
conclusive proof of the success or failure of Reform. The inadequate response to

which is exhibited by all religions denominations to-day, Reform and Orthodox, 
Jewish and non-Jewish alike, so little oreditable, ag it is,to the congregations 
concerned, and so profoundly discouraging to the Ministers, is a jast cause for 
regret and misgiving. But attendance at a particular church or synagogue is not 
the sole criterion of the effectiveness of the religious society of which it is the 
centre. The essential function of a religious society is to bring veople to Grd. If, 
at the same time, it brings them personally to the House of God, so much the 
better. Butif it fails to do this in the case of certain individuals, it may still 
achieve its purpose, though doubtless not so directly or effectively. The syna- 
gogue, by the factof its very existence, is a rallying-point, a bond linking to 
Judaism and to Israel many who seldom or never set foot in it. Reform, like 
Orthedoxy, does not draw to public worship on the Sabbath day as many con- 
gregapts as it should; but it has undeniably kept many for Judaism who other- 
wise would bave left it. For a modified form:of public worship is not the 
beginniog and the end of a pregressive religious movement. The great business of 
such a movement is the promulgation of religious truth and the qaickening of the 
spiritual consciousness. I lay stress upon this fact, because it is very often over- 
- looked. To most people 


REFORM JUDAISM MEANS, 

apart from the abolition of the Second Day Festival, exclusively an amended 
service. Fewer prayers, modernised prayers, a three years’ cycle for the reading 
of the Law, an organ—this constitutes the sum total of Reform according to the 


means much more. It means a new attitude towards Judaism, a new interpreta- 
tion of it. It is an affirmation cf a great principle—the principle, namely, that in 
its outward manifestations, religion, like the pbysical organism, is subject to the 
law of evolution, thet it must sdapt itself to its environment as the necessary con- 
dition of survival. It is an affirmation of the right to make this: adaptation, to 
modify the external form of Judaism to snit the altered conditions of each 
succeeding age—a right asserted by early Rabbinism itself when, moved by the 
ex'genbies of its own times, it sefeguarded Jadaiem by hedging it in with new pre- 
scriptions unknown t» the great teachers of the Bible. Here we are in sight of the

precious stream has hitherto been devied. Orthodoxy and R:form—we use the 
terms all too lightly. R-form, by too many, is deemed synonymous with da-struc- 
tion. It is, on the contrary, preservation—a movement towards the new, but also 
a return to the old. Like Isaac, it digs new wells; but, like him too, it also 
unseals the old ones. From the hallowed page of ancient Scripture, reasonably 
interpreted, from the storied past of Ierael, from tradition iteelf, sympathetically 
studied and discreetly used, it draws the quickening waters which may still 
sustain the soul after many centuries. And Orshodcxy? It deems itee lf rigidly 
copservative, the zealous preeerver of the old paths. Bat can it always justly 
make that claim? A very distinguished Christian gentleman asked me a4 short 
time ago bow I defined an orthodox Jew. I answered that, generally epeakiog, an 
orthodox Jew mesnt a member of an orthodox synagogue. The answer, I think, was 
correct. Orthodoxy is very often nothing more than a label. Between the 
religious ideas and practices of |

and those of the average Reformer there is no difference whatever. The first is as 
reform, the second as orthodox, as the other. .Nor oan even the religious repre- 
sentatives of Orthodoxy be said to represent it except officially. For, rightly 
nndersteod, Orthodoxy means consistent obedience to the enactments of the 
Shulchan Aruch, the authoritative cod: x of tbe Rabbinical law. But such obedi- 
ence entails collision with twentieth-centary life at a thousand poiats. The 
modern Rabbi recognises this, and sees that life to-day, ordered in complete 
obedience to these enactments, would be all but imposssible; and so he d'sregards 
manv of them even io his own personal practice. He leaves them to the Machzik’

abroad, the only real, because the only consistent, representatives of Orthodoxy. 
I am not blaming him ; I am only jastifying ourselves. Reform, with its approach 
to the simple religion of the Bible, with its appeal to the precedent set by early 
Rabbinism, with the countenance implicitly given to it by the Rabbis of our day, 
is vindicated to the full. It may confidently persevere in its task of unstopping 
the old wells, and sending forth their vivifying waters. But let it do its work 
npder a deep sense of its solemnity and ite holiness. Ia no narrow spirit mast it 
undertake its enterprise, not with a feeling of vain-glory, not for expediency or 
convenience, not for the sake of change itself, but in a profound humility, io a 
spirit of self-sacrifice, moved by ardour for Judaism, by zeal for Raligion, by love

SEMITISM AND ANTI-SEMITISM. 


AN ASPECT AND AN INFERENCE. 


PAPER BY MR. LAURIE MAGNUS, M.A, 
On Tuesday evening, at the West Central Jewish Men’ 
Magnus read a parer on “ Semitism and Anti-Semitism ” 
Tbe Rev. MICHAEL A DLER, who presided, said that on the previous ocoasiors 
when the questi n of anti-Semitism bad been the subj ct of debate there, thev had

Mr. MAGNUS, in the course of his paper, eaid that a 
cart fally considered, in however limited a ephere of observation, "the 
course of civilieation in Europe must be struck, as he had been, by the 
recurrence of the element of Semitism. A learn'd German (the terma were 
synopyn ous), hed recently eurveyed modern bistory ur der the aspect of finance, 
aod hed presented th- reading public with bis corcinu 


* Fer sions in a book called “ The 
Jew and Modern Capitalism.” He bad really no doubt that there wonld be little 
diffculry in shown g that, in music, art, and architecture, three triumphs of cur 


modern civilisation, the Semitic element was at least as important, at least ae 
notable and indispensable, as in the finance of Sombart’s investigation. He spoke 
of what he knew when he said - doubtless be spoke, too, to thore «ho knew—that 
the Semitic element in Earopean literature was clearly marked, deeply founded, 
and firmly built. If they put the claim of Semitism high, fixed it at the height at 
which they put it ;

would be below the foundation of the column. The so-called signs of anti- 
Semitism, discerned on the surface of valgar life, were infinitesimally negligible 
compared with the sign manual of Semitism graven indelibly on tha monumenis of 
time. He was not speaking of the crimes of religiousor political bate, «hich bad 
stained every centory of ths Chris ian charch, and which had blackened Rassia to- 
day with charges of “ Ritual Murder” against the Jews. This was anti-Semitic by 
accident, and de-civilised or anti-civilised in kind ; and it was oppcsed, not by Jewr 
alone, but by all the guardians of the honour of God. Commobly, if a Jew were 
asked what was the reo rd cf his race in modern literature, he would mention the 
eminent names of Maim:nides, Spinoza, Heine, and Zangwill, and would there- 
npon come to an abraopt stop. With all respect for these four distirgnished men, 
to wbom industrious research migbt conceivably add one or two more, the record 
wae @ trifle humiliating. Bat why count by names and individusis when they 
Habe of the inspiration of the Jews. The more he read, the more he recognised

was far bigger and far more important than their contribution to the system of 


» finance. He , ut the c'aim of the Semite nolower than the claim of the G-eek bimeelf.

He averred, without fear of contradiction, that the study of literature revealed Jew 


and Greek eeated together on the throne, supplementing and completing each other. 
They talked of anti-Semitism, meaning sometimes those savage cu:bursts against 
the.Jews which diegraced the pretensions to civilisation of backward nations like 
Russia apd Rumania. and at other times that social exclu iveness which 
marked the decadence of manners in certain idle cliques and cé.eries of men of 
arms, or fashion, or birth, but never of intellect or worth, and at other times again, 
meaning trifles so insignificant es the caric-ture of prominent Jewish features. 
Nove of these, to bis thinking, wes anti-S mitism. He detested them, he deplored 
them, he regretted them, according to their degree of mischief in the world. As 
far as they expressed themrelves 1n anti-social acts—which were frequently, alas! 
eitber mainly or wholly anti-Semitic, since they aped anti-Semitism in its action, 
68a malicious child would ape a man—they were entitled and boand to resist 
them by every means in their power; above all by means of affirming 


THE SPLENDID FUNCTION OF THEIR SEMITISM. 


Bat anti-Semitism, as he read history, was killed at the dawn of modern culture 
by the infant Hercules in his cradle. All Jews were Semites, bat not all Semitiem 
was Jewish. Semitism was not limited to Hebrew believers. More and more 
he found himself gladly convinced that Jadaism was & missionary faith: 
and that Semitiem was its message. More and more he realised the fulfilment, 
the gradual, camulative fulfilment, of the inrpired foresigbt of Isaiah. Those 
who worked fir Judaism were working for high thougbt, pure life, and a noble 
hope, and every pa:h radiated to the one goal. Wide or narrow though 
our outicok, vast or contracted thcugh our station, to all alike the mission was 
confided, “ Ye are my witneeses, saith the Lord, mv servant whcm I have chosen.” 

In opening the discussion, the Rev. MORRIS JOSEPH said that the lecturer’s 
dt finition ‘of §S+mitism and anti-S:mitiem was not quite the usual one. By 
Semitiem.be seemed to understand the irflaence of B biical culture on modern 
thooght and life, and if that were the rgbt definiticn, then Mr. Magnus was 
perfectly right to say that anti Semitism was practic lly dead, becauce to-day m+n 
were more avd more alive to the enormous impress which the idess and the 
teachings of the great teachers of the Bible had left upon modern life and thought. 


On the other hand, using the term in its ordinarily accepted meaning, there was & 


great deal « f anti-Semitism stil! ia existence. 

The CHAIRMAN con mented on the opinion of Mr. Steed, as expressed in his 
recent bock “ The H«psburg Mcnarchy,” tbat the Jews of Austria played far too 
great a part in the eff.irs of tbe country, that they were materislists in the worst 
degree, which was not their fault, but the fault of the B.ble—for if they were 
good in their duty towards God and man, it was becauce they were going to be paid 
for’ 
Semitism in this country was grossly exaggerated—tbe idea obtained that the 
Jews’ first object was material profit. It was that idea they should try and 
combat.

Oa the other hand, the intervention of Franca in M>rocco hee almost gaarsateed 
the safety and the prosperity of the Jew in that direction, where he has certainly 
found a second homs. Ther4'e which thea Jew has played in the development of 
North Africa is truly remarkable. 


Jewish Persecution, 


You bave written a book which bears on this point ? 

“Yoo, I dealt with it fully in the last —enlarged—e lition of my work on “The 
History of the Colovisation of Africa by Alien Peoples” (Sambridge University 
Prees). With reference to this, I should like to point out that researches in history 
seem to show that Jews were not persecuted by the Bsrbirs and Arabs of North 
Africa until their persecution began uoder the Roman Catholic Obristians of Spain 
and Portugal. Jews tloarished in Moorish Spaia aad played a very great part io 
the revival of learning which is often attributed uofairly to Arabs. Bat whea the 
Catholic Church under the victorious Castilians, Portagaess, and Aragonese, 
began to persecute the Jew, because of his affinity with the Moor, extraordinary 
to relate, the M /hammedans of North Africs tarned against him similarly. But 
the acuteness of Jewish persecution in Algeria and Tanis (and concurrently in 
Morocco), was largely owing to the Turkish domination over the Barbary States: 
which began at the close of tha sixteeath century. Many of these Turkish Jew- 
batera were really renegade Christians.” 


Under Jewish Guidance. 


What do you regard as the prospects of colonisation in Palestine ? 

“T doubt if any appreciable element of Jews will leave North Africa nowatays 
to migrate to Palestine. Yet there are q1ite eoough Jews discontented with their 
prasent position io otber parts of the world to fillup all the waste lands of Palestioe 
and Midian. Uader Jewish guidencs, a State most valuable to the equipoise of the 
Near East might arise between the southern limitof French Syria and the borders 
of Egypt and the real Arabia. Jewish territory should inolade the land«f Midian, 
- and consequ-n'ly have an outlet on the R:d Sea, as well as several Mediterranean

Bat such a Z onist movement will have two opponents amongst 
the nations of Earope. ['rance, wbhish aspires to dominate all this part of the 
Mediterranean coastlands betweea Gazaand Aleppo; and Russia, which, not con- 
tented with persecutiog the Jews yerpetually in their own land, grudges them apy 
return to the land of their birth, a land which she still looks at through the illusions.

“ Ooly,” said Sir Harry Johnston in conc usion, “ there is one thing I predict 
—and I hope you will not cat this out of my interview—if the Jews ever regain 
Palestine, with Jerusalem as their capital, they will come under the influence of the 
greatest Jaw who has ever lived, aad conform to essential C aristiaaity.”

THE IMMORTALITY OF THE SOUL. 


PY Shy singer hig from the power of the grave: Iwill redeem them from 

At every Jewish burial it is customary, 
grave, to recite the words 010’) 2Y. These words embody the belief 
in immortality which Jews universally cherish. They proclaim the Israelite’s 
hope in a life hereafter which has formed an integral part of the Jewish faith 
for more than two thousand years, of ‘a faith which, already in the time of 
Hosea, expressed itself in the words of our text, taken from the Haphtorah 
for this week: “I will ransom them from the power of the grave; I will 
redeem them from death. O death! where are thy plagues? Odeath! where is 
thy destruction ?"’* From time to time the mind finds itself pondering over the 
inexhaustible theme of its future destiny. Itis a thought which, however much 
we may try to evade it. irresistibly forces itself upon our attention nowand again. 
Judaism does not encourage that morbid habit of reflection which is for ever 
concerning itse/f with futurity, and which, in its concentration upon another 
world, loses sight of the importance of this world. Its faith in the divine 
goodness is such that it is satisfied not to pry behind the veil, but to rest 
itself in the simple assurance that God will not suffer his loving ones to see 
corruption. “Surely God will redeem my soul from the power of the grave 
for He will receive me.” “Thou wilt show me the path of life, in Thy 
presence is fulness of joy, at Thy right hand there are pleasures for ever- 
more.” The larg>r faith must n: cessarily include the smaller, and to believe 
in God is to believe in an infinite source of goodness which involves the 
ultimate realisation of every inaate desire. 


The Longing for Immortality. 


The longing for immortality if of all desires of the human race the most 
profound and the most persistent. Be he civilised or barbarian, man has an 
instinctive desire for personal and continued existence; he shudders at the 


very thought of annihilation. He looks around him, and all the analogies 
of Nature serve to strengthen in him the conviction that there is an existence 
beyond the grave, to foster in him the hope that he may survive the dissolu- 
tion of the body, and emerge triumphant from the wreck of the whole 
material world. And 80, springing up in the earliest ages, the hope of imror- 
tality has survived to this day, and is felt alike by illiterate peasants ar 4 the 
imperial thinkers of the race. True, there are some cultivated people who 
bave lost all hope of a future life, but even they cannot eradicate the desire 
for it. Then we are justified in thinking that a desire so profound and so 
universal has ‘been purposely implanted in our hearts by Him who made 
us. We may be certain that the dread of non-existence would never have 
been woven into the inmost fibres of our being unless we were destined for 
immortality. The hope of a hereafter is the pledge of its own fu filment. 
What God promises He always performs. He may be relied upon to keep 
His word with us—the word which he has whispered to the heart of each of 
us. The lines from Addison's Cato have often been quoted in this connection ;— 

“It must be so—Plato, thog reasonest well— | 

Else whence this pleasing bope, this fond desire, 

This longing after immortality ?

Heav’'n itself hat points ont an hereafter, 
And intimates eternity to man.” 

Inequalities and Incompleteness of Life. 


Think how much injustice there is in this world, how unequally good and 
evil are distributed, with how little regard to merit prorperity and adversity are 
awarded. This is an old argument for immortality, worn almost threadbare; but 


it cannever become really threadbare because it is the strongest of all arguments. 
We cannot bring ourselves to believe that the world was made by chance, or is 
governed by caprice. Thereis too much beauty initfor thas, too much rationality, 
too much happiness, too much progress. It must have emanated from a B- ing 
who is both wise and good. Therefore the inequalities of earth bear unmistakable 
testimony to a compensating world beyond. The inequalities of life need not 
much distress us, they will be explained by and by. And it is to this com- 
pensating world that we look for the explanation, not only of the inju-tice and 
inequalities of life, but also of its incompleteness. Man is really the incom- 
pletest thing on earth. Everything else has a certain perf. ction. But God's 
masterpiece is the most imperfect thing in all creation—if bis life be confined 
to the few short years he appears upon earth. If we were meant to be happy, 
we never thoroughly attain our end. Even to the most fortunate of us there 
come now and then visions of hsppiness infinitely brighter than we have 
actusliy koown. And the best of us—how much better we feel we might be 
and ought to be! Our efforts to benefit the world more often fail than they 
succeed. Of a thousand seeds sown, and watered with blood and tears, only 
a few arrive at maturity. Half our labours are in the wrong direction. Over 
them all there broods a sense of incompleteness. Kant’s famous demonstra- 
tion of Immortality is based on the fact of Conscience. Now Conscience 
bids us aim at perfection, and perfection is not to be attained on earth ; it 
needs an eternity for its development If it were intended that we should 
merely cross the petty stage of the world, act our little part, and then retire 
for ever into nothingness, our noblest faculties would be so many useless 
excrescences. As soon as we learn to live, we are called upon to die, When 
we find the key of hfe, it opens the gate of death. Character continues 
growing to the end of life. Many of our best qualities—such as humility, 
forbearance, contentment—are the fruits of varied and protracted discipliue, 
And rhall our existence terminate just when we are most fitted to appreciate 
it, to understand it, to make use of is? Shall the beginning of our success be 
the sigoul for our extinction? Is our goal to be our grave? God would surely 
Proportion means to ends. He would eee to it that our nature corresponded 
to our destiny. He cannot have endowed us with faculties entirely out of 
keeping with our fate.

Precious Lives Cut Short. 

From time to time we have to bewail the loss of men and women cut off 

in the very midst of their useful activities. With such a loss we have been 
visited during the past few weeks, when—almost without warning—the com- 
munity has been deprived of the services of one of its noblest workers}, We 
hoped that, in the ordinary course of things, he would have been spared for 
many vears to render zealous he!p to our institutions in their need. But his 
valuable life has been brought to an untimely end. In the zenith of his 
splendid powers, and just when he was undertaking fresh work for the 
community's welfare, death claimed him for its own. The pitiful epectacle 
of incompleteness which is thus presented to our bewildered gaze carries with 
it its own testimony that death only transfers us to a nobler aphere of being. 
That is the only adequate interpretation of the facts of experience. And the 
more persistently we act in accordance with it. the more profoundly we are 
convinced that it is correct. He who Jives as if he were an immortal being 
becomes gradually assured of his immortality. The future life for him has 
passed beyond the realm of belief into that of knowledge It has 
ceased to be a hope; it has grown into a certainty. Immortality 
is implied in the very nature of the soul. That ié 


If we think of all that genius has accomplished from the beginning 
until now—if we think of the saints, the heroes, the benefactors of our race— 
nay, if we think but of ordinary human love, we shall feel that it is impossible 
to believe that man could have been endowed with such capacities only to be 
annihilated in the end. 
a belief. In the words of Professor Bergson, “‘ There is nothing in the rela- 
tion of mind and body to make the continued life of the soul incompatible 
with the decay of the body. And when people feel that a strong instinct 
assures the probability of personal survival, they are justified in not closing 
their ears to its voice.”’ | 


_ The Nature of Immortality. 
What the nature is of the immortality that awaits us we do not know 
we can only venture to guess. As our Rabbis interpret Isaiah )xiv., 4, ‘no 
eye save Thine, O Lord, hath seen what Thou hast prepared for him who 


waiteth for Thee.” That the personal identity which survives is the identity 
of the soul and not of the body, is now the accepted belief of Jews. For the 
rest, each person forms his own conception of the hereafter. And for many 
of us the hope of immortality consists largely in the hope of a reunion with 


dear ones who have gone before. There is no belief so comforting to the | 


bereaved as that in the restoration of the broken ties of earth. It is a belief 
that includes not only parents, children, husbands, wives, brothers, sisters, 
but also friends—teachers, disciples, masters, servants, fellow-workers—all 
those to whom we owe what i: the happiest and best in the life of each one 
of us. Almost every member of the human race has had an unappeasable 
longing to meet again someone whom he supremely loved. Shall these 
vearnings be simply ignored by the God of the spirits of all flesh? 
Will these affections end in so: many heaps of dust? Can every hope 
of the smitten heart be false? Is love a meteor-gleam in a starless 
night? Surely not. It declares itself an eternal thing. There is 
an element of infinity about it—so much so that it never fails 
to express itself in words transcending time. We speak, for instance, of 
undying affection and of immortal love. Love alone can make the next 
world heaven. Love makes heaven here, surely it will make heaven there. 
So that the thing we long for, the heaven we hope for, means the friends that 
are dear to us, the loved ones that are closest, the place—if place it be— 
where we may recover those for whose loss we have mourned most deeply. 
And along with love there will go development, progress. So that in a more 
favourable environment the acquired capacities and disciplined powers of the 
soul may be carried to a higher degree of excellence than they bave attained 
on earth. In the words of the Midrash, based on a passage in the 84:h Psalm, 
The righteous rest not, either in this world or the next, but go from strength 
to strength.” From strength to strength—an eternal progressiveness—that is 
another element in our picture of a future life. And there is comfort in this 
idea for all. For if heaven means progress, it can commence at any point in 
any human career, and no soul is so depraved that the avenues of improve- 
ment are closed to it for ever. Each of us, by his own efforts, can make his 
own heaven. We can begin by making it here, and a good time to begin 
is now.

Mere parochialism without spirituslity will not-do it, for it is 
like an artificial etreet illumination—showy, but soon over; it lacks the reliability of 
Nature's lignt. If our Literary Societies fail us in r-kindliag the waning self-conscions- 
ness of Jewry, the fn'ure always shaped by the Gaardian of Israel that sleepeth and 
slambereth not, is difficnlt t» forecast. As forourS °c ety, { am comforted to know that 
I have my son’s promise to go on with my work. I know that you will all help him in 
this good resolation, It bodes well that you inaugurate with so good and true a friend 
of Israel as Sir John Gray Hill, and I trust the session will proceed from strength to 
strength.” 


Mc. BERTRAM BENAS, ia introducing the lecturer, said that Sir John Gray 
Hill was not only the head of his profession in Liverpool, but in the whole of 
Eosland. When he went upon vacation he never depart d from the Temole, for 
when he left tha T-mple ia Ladon, he j urneyed to the site of the Temple in 
Zon. Sir Jobn was with them that oight as a devoted Palestinian. He was a 
member of a community—lke themeeives—of testamentary beneficiaries. He 
had given to Palestine a p'ace ia his life’s work, which it would bs weil if every 
Jew and Jewess would emulate. Their commupvity knew well and valued Sir 
John’s interest in the progress of Palestine, and they all rememb-red his speech 
in that Hall in June. 1912, on the upening cf the Palestine Bez-ar. 
| S rJOHN GRAY HILL. who wasreceived with load apple use, said that be wished 
to speak abou: Ziori-m J rusalam and the Holy Land. Wi h regard to Zionism, 
a3 hs was only an onlcok r and nct of the Jewish Ccma uaity, it might be, 
thongh he had reed and thcuzht to nething ebout it and wes tnterasted in it, 
tha; he would fall into some errors which ther better knowledge would discover. 
But as he understocd it, there were various views held amonget the Jewish 
commanity upon Zionism which differed a g od deal from one another. There 
bad been at cne time—and may ba there still was—asmo.igst many Jaws ths hope 
that they might thrc ugb political inflaence obtain p session of Palestine altogether. 
He thought t:at extremes view of the matter had probably prevented many Jews, 
who saw things more clearly, from joining the movement, because to take 
possession of the land was an impossibility. The Turkish Emoire would not part 

“with the Province readily, and if there were any province they would fight for, 
or any city they wou'd fight for it would be Jerusalem, which was as holy to them 
as it was to the Jews and the Christians. Therefore possession of ‘he land was 
out of the question, but entry iato the land had become possible. Of course one

and take them there, besaure Jews, like eve ybody else, had to earn their own 
living, and mapy of them were earpirg their living tat:sfacic rily where they were. 
Besides there were lands other than Palestine which attracted them. What they 
could do was to afford a refuge in Pales:ine for large numbers cf persecuted Jews, 
avd they could teach them to cultivate the soil and to practise various arts and 
cref:s so a8 to maintain themselves in the home of their fathers. He thoughts it 
was very important that the English Jews chvuld take a lead in this endeavour, 
because the English Jews were the leaders in thought, in position, and in common- 
gente, and had a calm way of looking at things. There was another reason, a 
very important reason, why the English Jews should take a prominent part. 
There was one great danger to bis mind—he repeated, he was only an onlooker— 
in @ large entry of poor Jews into Palestine. Where did they come 
from? They came mostly from Fuesia and otber places where they 
had been persecuted. Now one result cf persecution always was to 
deteriorate the character. But with the English Jews it was diffirent. If 
E: glish Jews would go to Palestine they would leaven the lump and lead the 
poorer Jews who had svffered persecution to a better way cf looking at things 
and dealing with the daily duties of life. The leading Jewa in England could not, 
of course, go to live in Palestine altcgether, bot they might visit the country ; those 
who could sfford the time might pass a portion of the year there. If they did so they 
would fiod an immense interest in the country and would be able to help their 


| poorer brothers far better than they could by remaining at a distance from it. 


He had been told that there was some feeiiag among:t the English Jews of there 
being a want of patriotism in interes:ing themselves in the Holy Land. He did 
not understeni that. A Scotchman was a Scotchman, full of love for his own land 
and his own language, but he was a Briton ; so of a Welshman, so of an Irishman, so 


| of a Devonshire man, so of a Lancashire man; they cherished these sp cial local 


feelings, these feelings of pride, and yet they remained true to the great Empire to 
which they belonged.

Separate houses for poor Jews and other poor inbabitants, with little gardens 
attached, were badly needed. I+ was difficult to alter the old houses in Jerusalem 
because the streets were narrow and the houses were close together. He could not 


There were, how- 
ever, two streets of very nice little separate houses in the North-Western subarb 
of Jerusalem, each having its separate cistern and separate garden. He was very

That was a proposal, he thought, in which all mighs join. Any apatby that there 
was on the part of Jews for any reason against Zionism generally could not apply 
to a Jewish University. He urged that the Usiversity shou'd be housed in a 
beavtifal building. There was a great want of beantifal buildings in Jervsalem. 
Cculd they not attract the attention of some very wealthy Jews to this great pro- 
jrc:? Whatever objections they had did not apply to a University. What a 
monument it would be to a millionsire or group of millionaires, those mighty kings 
of finance who were so powerful in Europe, to erect a University for the Hebrew 
race. (Loud applause.) If they were appealed to they would, he believed, listen. 
Surely they would not take for their motto the injunction addreseed by the 
followers of Solomon to the Bride from Tyre, “ Forgst also thine own people and 
tby Father's house.” No, that could not be! If the matter were properly repre- 
sented to them he believed it would bring a response. He thought that the true 
and wise aims of Ziopiem were growing in force. The movement was gaining io 
strepgth.

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and the suffering. Without it all ceremonies lost their religious worth ; without it 
all virtues lost their social value. It was the duty of the Ieraeclite to visit the sick 
of the non-Jews, to help the sick of the non-Jews, and to pray for the sick of the 
non-Jews jast as much as it was his daty to help the Jewish sick, visit the Jewish 
sick and pray for the Jewish sick. Human society would cease to exist if baman 
beings made a distinction whether the safferer, whether the helpless, be Jewieh or 
non-Jewish, a member cf this sect or this creed, or a member of that sect or that 
creed. Although the early history of the hospital was sbrouded in obscarity, 
the overwhelming probability was that the first hospitals ever erected were Jewish 
hospitals. To many it would appear strange that they who lived in an age when 
more and more men loved mercy and laboured to make it prevail, it 


and to preach on behalf of the weak, the sick and the evffsring. A 
scientific thinker bad only recetitly eaid that if the weak did not exist it were 
necessary to invent them. Without the weak there would be no euch thing as 
charity, loving kindness, homanity. Oa the other band he was very anxious that 
they should not go to the other extreme and over-rate the importance of charity, 
bumsnity, the bestowal of loving kindnesser, by making this virtue all important. 
Charity wae not all-important. It was the foundation cf religion, but it was pot 
the whole duty of man. It was the ladder without which they could not get to 


heaveo ; bat in itself it was not yet heaven. There was something more in religion | 


tban charity. Religion wad in danger of becomiog merely an ambulance waggon. 
It was 6 great and glorious thing that religion should be an ambulance waggon to 


take care of the cripples, the belpless, the weak and the ailing, but it was some- | 


thing evea more than an ambaiance waggon. It was a pillar of light guiding 
generations through the deserts of bistory, linking father and son in filial piety, 
teaching generations that came after to walk in the footprints of their fasbers. 
Lat them not go to the other extreme and make obarity all important. In addition 
to the still small voice of pity, religion included the thunder tones of jastice, the 
everlasting « b igation to humility. 

After the sermon, the Lord Chief Justice opened the Ark and handed the 
Scroll to the Chief Rabbi. The service, which was conducted by the Minister 
(the Rev. L. Wo ff), conc'nded with the singing of the National Anthem. 

The collection exceeded £41. 

The Congregation afterwards dispensed bospitality to the principal visitors. 

The LORD CHIEF JUSTICE. in expressing the honour the community felt at 


being adcressed by the Chrf Rabbi, said that a more hamanisipg s«rmon had 


never been preached. All-¢mbracing in ite universslity of the gospel of loving- 
kindness, it expressed the true spirit of religion. No preacher had said words 
which went deeper to the beart and touched human chords more faithfally than 
those Dr. Hertz hed attered. 

Councillor BULL, in voicing the thanks of his fellow-townsmen, said that the 
Bynsgogue was Opened fifteen years sgo, and it had been his privilege to attend 
the service on Hospital Sanday every year batone. He looked forward to this 
ope day in the year when Jews and Gentiles cou'd meet in a common canse.

sir,.—In the letter from my friend, Dr. Melamed, on the eubjact cf the 


Hebrew in Hebrew method of teaching, he seems to be uncertain of the soundness 


of this medium of teaching Hebrew and religion. His chief reason seem; to be 
that there are not suffictent teachers in Eugland capable of empl ying it. ©! 
course this is no argament against the method itself, but simply against its 
Bpplication. I admit that there 1s a dearth of properly qualified teachers of the 
Hebrew in Hebrew method, yet in spite of this the most excellent resnite have 
been produced in the R dman’s Road Talmud Torah’ard otber similar iastita. 
tions, as has been testified again and again by gentiemen who have paid both 
offisial and surprisé visits to the Institution and examined the poplis. I am 
in hearty agreement with the Chief Ratbi that there onght to be a 
conference of Hebrew teachers. Bot the main purpose of tush & con. 
ference should be, besides the ingoiry into the best system of teach 
ing Hebrew and religion, the formation of a permanent Education Committee 
to report on the work of the Hebrew Educational Lostitusions, also to discuss 
the establishment of a He brew Seminary, and, lastly, and most important of all, 
the formation « f a fand which shcu d establish them on a sonnd basis, eo that their 
work may continue unbampered. As regards the Redman’s R ad Ta:mad Torah, 
it bas never had the opportunity of producing the results of which it is capable on - 
account of continual fivancial worry. 

Coming back to the qaestion of the Hebrew in Hebrew method, or a sound 
pedagogic method, I shcu'd like to ssy that the difficulty of its application is not 
copfioed to the Diaspcra, but als> occars in Palestine itself, a diffisulty which 
appeared to “ Achad Ha’am ” on the occasion of a visit there some twenty 5 ear: 
ago, insurmountable. However, two years ago (after a farther visit to Palestive), 
“ Achbad Ha’am” said that he would not have believed such wonderfal progress 
possible had he himself not witnessed it. This is jost an illustration of what is 
possible, given the wherewithal. I f-el assured that were we in Eogiand ina 
position to pay adequate salaries to Hebrew teachers, and not the mere pittance 
which they at present recetve, we shouid not only fiad the supply of daly-q 141 fied 


teachers meet the demand, but a great impetus would be given to Hebrew

BIR JOSEPH LYONS OPENS THE WINTER SESSION. 


In the presence of a large gatbering, Sir Joseph Lyons, accompanied by Lady 
Lyons, last Monday evening formally opened the winter session of the Jewish Soup 
Kitchen, in Butler Street, Spitalfields, In the absence of Sir Charles § 
Henry, M P., the President, Mr. George A. Cohen, one of the Vioe- Presidents, 
occupied the (hair, and on behalf of the officers extended a warm weloome to the 
guests. 

Sir JOSEPH LYONS said that both Lady Lyons and he appreciated the 
compliment paid to him in having been invited to declare the session open. That 
Was @ uoiqae occasion, be said, for reviewing the work done by the Ki chen, and 
they would pardon him if he dwelt upon certain statistics in the balavce-sheet for 
the past year. He proceeded to comment upon the items in that statement [par- 
ticulars of which appeared recently, in a report of the annual meeting, in these 
columns], and assured them all that the Lostitution was doing agrandand noble work 
among the poorer members of the community. He was sorry to say that the 


Committee were about to begin the season’s work with the small balance in band |’ 


of £76, and reminded them that something like £2 600 would be required tosupply 
seven hundred of tbe poorest families imaginable with nec sssary food on a limited 
number of occasions ia the week during the winter. It bad been said that gratitude 
was a word which oould only be found in the dicticnaries, but he could give them: 
positive assurance that tbat was a popular fallacy. Ino gratitude for the assistance 
they had received when in hard times, a number of one-time recipients of the 
Charity now subecribed to its funds. (Cheers.) He strongly appealed to the com- 
munity to uploosen its purse-strings, and atked those who had already subscribed to 
supplement their subacriptions. He remembered a story of a lacy who, on getting 
into her carriage, remarked to the groom: “Jackeon, it’s a very cold day. Will 
you remind me when I get home to send some warm bisnkets to the poor pecple ? ” 
She arrived home and went into her Juxurious and warm rooms, where she took off 
her furs and made berself comforteble over a cup of tea. Later, when Jackson 
reminded her of the promised blankets, her reply was: “ Ah, yes, I remember ; 
but it’s nice and warm now.” Members of the Jewish community in their oom- 
fortable, warm homes, would not, he was sure, forget the poorest of their 
corel gionists, and would come forward generously to assist in a most necessary and 
beneficial work. (Cheers ) 

Mr. GUSTAVE TUCK, the Treasurer, in moving a vote of thanks to Sir Joseph 
and Lady Lyons, said it was appropriate that Sir Joseph should perform the 
Opening ceremony, seeing that he was a pastmaster in the art of feeding the 
hungry. He regretted to have to tell them that the income for last year had been 
less than the previous year, while the expenditure had increased. He felt sare 
that those who saw relief dispensed to the ssemingly endless procession of so many 
hundreds of their poor would appreciate the great necessity « f placing ample funds 
at the disposal of the Institution. He annoanced that Lady Lyons had just 
presented 25 guineas to the Kitchen. 


The CHIEF RABBI, in seconding, said he considered it his duty to be brief 
because all present realised that there were hungry men and women the other side 
of the door waiting for the practical side of their Charity to begin its work. He 
had studied the statistics as given ia the balance-sheet for the year, and he foond 
that no lees than 315,000 meals were supplied during the season, or in other words 
that the large number of 315,000 hungry months were fed by the Kitchen in the 
winter. Tbat was a fine record. He had very great respect for the poor who 
displayed a courage in life which made them almost forget their poverty. They 
were called upon to endure something which the more fortunate would shudder at 
the mere contemplation of enduring. He quoted some passages from the report 


for thé past year, and in conclasion saii that he mst heartily aesociated himielf | 


with the eloquent appeal for support made by Sir Joseph Lyons. 


In acknowledging the compliment, Sir JOSEPH remarked that the Jew was 
called upon to contribute to the charities and institations of every religion, while 
there were very few io other denominations who contributed towards the Jewish.

JEWISH RELIGIOUS UNION. 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE MOVEMENT. 


A meeting of members of the Jewish Religions Uoion was held on Wednesday 
evening at the Hotel Great Centrs!, for the purpose of adopting a new constitution. 

Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE, who presided, said he hoped that: 
meeting would mark a farther step in the development of their movement. 
A new constitution would be submitted. The Union bad moved on gradually 
aod steadily from stage to stage. They had started some eleven years 
ego with afternoon services, which were then the limit of their work, 
and they had been led to see the necessity of the establishment of a 
synagogue with an organised congregation. That too had been accomplished, and 
the synagogue was doing useful work. They did not want to stop at that. They 
wanted to lick up the work of the synagogue with the more general work for the 
cause. Toney were engsg-d in a struggle for the development and advancement of 
Liberal Jodaism, and they thought that by the reconstitution of the Jewish 
Raligious U sion they would be abie to do more for the cause of Liberal Judaism 
than could be effected by a single synagogue. They looked forward to the time 
when many synagogues might be affiliated to the Union. But they proposed not 
only to establish synagogues but to extend the work of the Union in other ways. 
A synagogue was an institution which needed a considerable amount of pecuniary 
support and that made difficulties for many people, but the Uoion was not in that 
position and they hoped to unite many classes of people more adequately than could 
be done in a synsgogue. They laid great stress on the fact that the Union was 
intended to cnitivate the idea of personal service and they felt confident if they 
could get the Union more thoroughly on its legs, its mutual giviog and receiving 
would become a real and actual fact and of considerable importance in the 


| lives of many pe’sous both old and young Hs emphasised the fact that true 


religion demanded whole-hearted service. They did not attempt to foist upon others 
something which they did not feel the need of themselves. They believed that there 
were a very large pumber of persons who felt the need as they did but did not feel 
it in an articulate form. I was true that there were a larze number of men and 
women growing up ion Jadaism to whom the forms and principles and doctrine 
—or some of the doctrines—of the

A SOLUTION OF THE JEWISH PROBLEM. 


The Jewish problem, which does not 80 much exist in this country, exists on the 
oontinent:« f Earope and may be said to exist in America. In what waydolI mean that 
Liberal Jadsism may be a solution of this problem ? I have some sort of idea such as 
this in my mind. I can see exixtiog io the world a large number of Jews who have 
become, as we know, alienated fcom all religioas observance. These people are 
called indiff-rentists, or slackers, or any other word yon liks.to use. They are 
also not only divorced from religious observance bat from religious belief. What is 
happening to these people? Sometimes we are told that they are what are called 
the assimilationists, tbat they sre rapidly becoming assimilated through inter- 
marriage to the peoples among whom they live. I do not think thisis true. These 
people have still existing in the depths of their hearts ands souls, perhaps carried on 
by heredity from generation togeneration, 8 considerable quantity of Jewish eentiment 
which is being driven into the channels of Jewish nationalism. I believe—without 
entering into that difficult question—tbat this Jewish nationalism is constituting 
part of the problem which the Jews present throughoat the world. I believe if we 
can use this sentiment and drive it into a religious channel we should doa consider- 
able amount towards finding a sclation of the Jewieh problem. I believe if we 
oan keep a large number of these Jews attached to the cauee of religion, and 
Judaism as @ religion, they would be perheps more attractive citizens of the 
countries where they dwell. I will not press the point or develop it. But I have 
a very strong belief that 
THE CAUSE OF LIBERAL JUDAISM 


is not only of significancs and importance from the purely religious point of view, 
but ia really of importance as a solution or part solution of the Jewish problem asa 
whole. In the retention of this very large number of Jews for religion, and for 
the Jewish religion, lies the real and uitimate bope for these people and their 
ultimate salvation. That is why the cause of Liberal Jadai-m is of such 
anormous importance, interest avd s'gaificance. In conclusion Mr. Montefiore 
appealed for support of the Union io its wider form. | 

The Rev. I. I. MAT?UCK moved the adoption of the new constitution, and 
explained its principal provisions, especially dwelling on the value of the local 
gections it was proposed to form in various districts, and of the discussions on 
religious subjects which the Usion and its constituents would hold from time to 
time. 

The Hon. LILY MONTAGU seconded the adoption of the constitution in an 
earnest address. She referred to the necessity of providing for the religious needs 
of the “lonely soul.” She criticised the lack of decorum which prevailed in some 
orthodox synagogues, and declared that the worshippers ould not realise the 
meaning of the words written above the Ark, “Know before Whom thou standest.” 

The constitution was adopted and the following were elected on the Council : 
Mr. Claude G. Montefiore, President; the Hon. Mrs E UL. Franklin, the Hon, 
Lily H. Montaga, Mies C. Green, the R:v. I. I. Mattuck, Dr. Charles Singer, Dr. 
Isracl Abrabams, and Messrs. Ernest 8. Joseph, A. Lindo Henry, M. Herz, L. 
Jacob, E. Montefiore Micholls, 8. Mendelesohn, N. L. Phillips, J. A. J. de Villiers 
and I M. Duparc..

DALSTON SYNAGOGUE HEBREW CLASSES. 


There was a large gathering at the classroom, Poet’s Road, last Sunday, when the 
annoal distribution of prizes to the pupils atterding the Hebrew and Religion Classes 


attached to the Dalaton Synagogne was held. Mr. ArtHurR E. FRANKLIN presided, and 


“er Franklin, to whom a bouqnet was presented, handed the awards to the successful 
children. 

Mr. Isaac Lanpav read the reports of the examiners, having previously offered a 
warm welcome, ¢n behalf of the management of the-Classes, to Mr. and Mrs. Franklin. 
The report testifies to the excellence of the teaching, and reference to the zeal and 
conscientiousness with which the teachers carry out their work, is made in the report of 
the Edaocation Com nittee of the Classes. 

In the course of an address, the CHAIRMAN said that although he had no particular 
claims to being termed an edacationist, Mre. Franklin bad large numbers of children 
under her control, and could therefore rightly lay claim to that distinction. He, how- 
ever, represented one of the chief religions educational bedies in the community, and 
for that reason he felt hononred at haviny been invited to take part in that after- 
noon's function. He was especially pleased to be among them, becanse the superinten- 
dent of the Classes was a colleague and friend of his, and was one of the moat respected 
and valued members of the Religions Edacation Board. In congratulating the children 
who had gained prizes, he congratulated those who had chosen the prizes, for he had 
noticed that they were all of a religious character, and designed to be of great assiatance 
in helping forward the studies of the pupils. Both he and Mrs. Franklin bad recently 
visited the Classes, and bad been greatly impressed by the keenness not only of the 
teachers, but also of the children. He was confident that the children and the 
staff made the best possible use of the time at their disposal, limited as it must necesearily 
be. He had noticed with great satisfaction the remarkable grasp of Hebrew that the 
children displayed in the lowest class, and he only regretied that be had commenced 
his boyhood at a time when such interesting methods of instruction had not been in use. 
One thing in which the Dalston Classes had the tremendons advantage over other 
classes was that they worked in snch close co-operation with the synagogue and the 
It was exceedingly beneficial that some of the pupils should be encouraged, as 
they were at those Classes, to take some active part in the synagogue service, and the 
Synagogne management were doing much to interest the childrenin these services.

where lectures might be given on comparative religions. By such means those attending 
would learn to know that Judaism was the best religion, and, what was also valuable: 
learn not to desp'se the faiths of other creeds. There was absolutely no necessity to 
drop their old customs, to forsake those ontward forme, all of which they would have learnt 
at the Claeses,bad such historical significance and were devoi i of the least particle of super- 
stition. Faith, he reminded them of what Addison said two hundred years ago, wae kept 
alive in them and gathered strength from practice rather than from epecolation. There 
was still another method, which was more persuasive, and that was a habitual adoration 
of the Sup eme Being as well in constant acts of mental worship as in outward forms. 
It was these outward forms, the dropping of which was entirely illogical to him, that 
should be carefully observed. These outward forms and customs formed the means of 
association between Jews of most divergent countries; while every one of these customs 
was based upon pure historical fact. | 
‘‘ JUDAISMLESS HEBREW.” 

The Rev. D. WASSERZUG, in moving a vote of thanks to Mr. and Mrs. Franklin, said 
tbat since the Chief Rabbi's observa‘ion concerning the Jbrith b’ /brith eystem, a great deal 
of d:scussion had en- ued on the matter, many people arriving a' the conclusion that Dr. Hertz 
bad deprecated it on the ground that the re-ulte achieved did not ju-tify its continuation. 
That assertion was unjastifiedand untrue, forall thatthe Chief Rabbi had said was that the 


system required standardisation. He knewof cases where the adoption of the system was 


attended by most admiratle results. Bat these were exceptions. He cavil ed with those 
advocates who maintained that there were no other means of reviving interest in the 
Jewish religion than by the cultivation of the Hebrew Janguage. That, however, was 
not borne ont by fact. Since Dr. Herzl had pat this plea forward there were communities 
in parts of Russia and even in Palestine where Hebrew had been cult'vated and was spoken 
asa livirg ng with that flaency, facility and classical pority that Isaiah himself might 
haveesvied. But side by side with this power t> sp ak Hebrew was the utter lack of Jewish 
feeling so that they had this remarkable phenomenon, that while, as the Chief Rabbi had 
characterised it, there was a Hebrewless Judais™ in England. and to a greater ex'ent in 
America, wherever Hebrew was spoken finentiy there they would finda J udaismless Hebrew. 
Both were absurd and grotesque—and all the more reason, therefore, for the standardiea- 
tion for which the Chief Rabbi bad so eloquently appealed. 
_ Mr. ALFRED POSENER seconded the motion, which was carried with acclamation. 
Mrs. FRANKLIN, in acknowledging the vote, paid a tribute to the work she had noticed 
that was beirg carried ont in those Clasres. While she did not feel sufficiently 
competent tu discuss the question of the Ibrith b’lbrith system, she thonght the modified 
What ebe could say with certainty was 
that whatever system was adopted, they required competent teache:s—and teachers 
embned with the right spirit. 
Mr. L. FELSENSTFIN moved a vote of thanks to the teaching staff, couplying with 
it the names of Mr. I. Goldston, the Sapsrintendent, and the Gnarais teachers, the 
Revs. D. Wasserzng and P. Fassenfeld, and Mr. A. Rubenstein. } 
Rabbi HaRRISs COHEN testified to the exc: llence of the Clasees which were fortunate 
in possessing such a capableand enthnsiastic supervisor as Mr.Goldston.

EAST END COSTERMONGERS. 


PRESENTATIONS TO CABINET MINISTERS. 


Limehouse Town Hall was the scene yesterday week of a pleasant fanction, in 
which Mr. Winston Charcbill and Mr. Masterman figured as guests of the Whitechapel! 
and Spitalfields Costermongers’ and Street Sellers’ Union, a large propor lon of the 
membership of which is Jewish. “They have preserved for us our living,” said the 
President, Councillor A. VAL* NTINE, who occupied the Chair. “These two gentlemen 
have acted as real gent'emen to us, aud we wish to do wll to them ia appreciation.” He 
was referring to the critical period in the affairs of the London ccster, when the Shops 
Act was before the Honse of Commons. As originally drafted, the monopoly of the 
coster in the street with his portable market, represented by his humble barrow, was 
threatened. The livelihood of hundreds of families was endangered antil Mr. 
Churchill, as Home Secretary, and Mr. Masterman, as his Under-Secretary, 
listened to the appeals of several coster deputations. They were the first to 
appresiate the costers’ argument against the original Sbops Bill and the City Tiafi, 
Bill, and it was they who subsequently fought on behalf of the coster when the former (|) 
was in Grand Commitiee. The gifts presented consisted of models of a typical London 
coster with a fruit-laden barrow—one for each Minister. In the row were compart. 
ments for cigarettes aud matches, making it a useful after-dinner compaoion to the 
smoker. Various metals were us+d in the models to obtain an att active colour effect. 

Io making the pre-entation, Mr. JonN A. RapuHart, the Hon. Secretary, 
said that the politics of costermongers and etreet-sellers are three meals a day, 
or as near that as possible. Wohoat we are doing is purely personal to our 
guests, for when we went to lay our case’ before them at the Home Ofiic 
they did not receive us with a cold, eupsrior, and sapercilious attitude. It was one 
pp and one down all the time, as we argued, but we felt we were dealing with men. |; 
was Mr.Charchill, and not our local members, who stated our case in Grand Committeo. 
Mr. Raphael, who, as hon. secretary of the costers, was hailed as.“ Brother Jack,” made a 
touchiog peroration, picturing the thousands of poor costers who will remember with 
gratitnde the services of the Ministers when they themselves have, perhaps, forgotten 
their own kindness throngh the cares of other great probl.ms. He has fought many 
good fight for the costers, by whom he isheld in the highest esteem. To “ Brother Jack | 
they bring not only their public, but also their private, affairs for his jadgment. 

Mr. CHURCHILL said that he was strack with the origivality and the appropriatenes: 
of the costers’ gift. “Ishall guard it and keep it with the greatest care,’ he said. 
“It will be a continued source ot pleasure to me and my wife, aud afterwards I hope i: 
will be treasured by my son.” Advising them, not as a Mioister, bat as a friend, Mr. 
Churchill stroogly hoped that toey would work together and preserve their corporate 
identity, for they were a small class compared with the vast population of London. 
“ Develop and maintain your corporate life, preserve your characteristics and traditions. 
Fortify yourselves by a known standard of conduct, and use your inflaence to protect 
your inte) esta.” 

Mr. MastTerMaN said that the gratitude of the costers was to him “like an oasis in 
the desert of political controversy.”

JEWISH BOY HERO. 


RESCUES PLAYMATE FROM DROWNING. 


The station-yard of the Bethnal Green Polica Station last week presented an 
inter: sting appearance whea David L«vine, who is now only in his 10.b year, 
was the iecipient, at the hands of Police Saperintendent Fitt, of tbe Roya! 
Humane Society’s bronze medal and a certificate, for his plucky rescue of a 
piaymate—a non-Jewish boy two years his senior—from drowning. In his own 
modest way, Levine, a keen and bright-eyed littie chap, possessing a very intelli. 
gent looking face and an abundance of chestnut-brown hair, told the story of his 
heroiem to a representative of the JA WISH CHRONICLE, who experienced no little 


‘difficulty in his attempt to make Levine recount his experiences. 


Accompanied by his brother, our little hero, in the early part of the summer, 
visited the Ragent’s Canal, near the Hackney Road, for the purpose of indalgiog in 
his favourite recreation. Tke fact that bathing at this spot is against the rule 
accounts perhaps for the reason that it is most popular among the youth of the 
vicinity. He had not yet divested himself of his garments when his notice wss 
called by his brother to the sinking form of a boy near the opposite bank. Witb- 
out waiting to remove any further ga: mente, Levice dived into the Canal and 
swam across to Mcrrell, his playmate. He seized the boy, who was fully clothed, 
and endeavoured to get him to the bank, but failing to do so held him up to 
prevent him from sinking, and shouted for help. The drowning boy stroggled so 
much that he nearly pulled his rescuer urder water. The cries for help were 
heard, and after the lapse of a little time a workman waded through the water and 
rescued both boys, Levine being very severely exbausted when brought to land. 
The rescued is bigger and older than tke rescuer, and Levine at the time could not 
have appreciated the immensity and the seriousness of the taek he had undertaken 
without the slightest hesitation or thought for him:elf.. 

Oa the occasion of the presentation several notable t:ibutes were paid to our 
youthful coreligionist, and Soperintenceat Fitt said, amid Icud cheers, that ‘‘the 
poles ere glad and prcud to have among them tuch a splendid little hero as 

ne.”’ 

It is interesting to record that David was initiated into the natatorial art less 
than.a year ago, and can already cover a distance of over three hundred yards. 
He has been awarded certificates fr proficieacy in swimming, and has gained two 
life-saving certificates. To ocmmemorate the occasion, Mr. Percy Harris, L.C.C., 
hae also awarded Levine a silver medal on which are inscribed the facts recording 
his brave rescue.

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JEWISH CHILDREN IN WORKHOUSES. 
A Challenge to Mr. Stern. 


To THE EDITOR.—From Mr. 8. GOMPEL, 223, Kensington High Street, W. 
Sir ,—I ehall be cb'iged by your allowing me space in your valuable psper to 
reply to the Rev. J. F. Siern’s defence of the Managers of the Jews’ Hospital and 


Orphen Asylum. 


It is a pity that the reverend gentleman does not make sure that he is 


absolutely correct in taking up this attitude. He informs us that Mr. Schwarzschild 


is labouring under a serious misaporehension when the latter states that Jewish 
children are forced by the authorities of the Hospital and Orphan Asvinm to enter 
workhonses before they can bs taken into the Home. Let me withall due respect 
tell the Rev. Mr. Stern that he himeelf is Jabouring under a delusion when he 
sava he knows better. He may have some slicht knowledge of the poor law, but 
in this particular controversy he knows nothing. The Rev. Mr Stern is very 
anxious to fend the Inatitntion in question, saying they do right; meanwhile 
their Secretary oomes forward admitting the wrong that is being practised, and at 
the esme time arks for suggestions to improve matters. The reverend gentleman 
then says if chi'dren are sent into the workhonee it can do them no barm becanse 
they are quite young. This I must say would be amusing were the matter not so 
serious. 

I bad the rrivilege of attendirg a meeting held bv the authorities of the Jews’ 
Hospital and Orpban Asylum, and when I protested against iteir methods, the 
Chairman also raid “the children are youvg, no harm is done.” I was not 
surprised at the Chairman, but I am to hear this sort of thing from one of our 
Ministers. It is true that children under three years of age are nyt impressionable, 
but what about children of the age of five years and upvards? When these 
children are placed in the workhcue it is not fora few bours or a day. I kvow 
of cares where a girl of seven spent eight months in the Union, a girl of ten, three 
months (and would have remained longer bad not a lady taken her out), and a 
bov was an inmate for pearly two years. Eventually he was sent by the workhouse 
authorities to a training sbip, ard never saw the inride of the Norwood Asylum ora 
Jevish home. I wonder ifthe Rev. Mr. Stern, with his presumed vast knowledge, 
knows anything of these cases, and if eo, what he bas done in convection with 
them. I suppose nothing—and yet he has the temerity to say that the letter of 
Mr. Schwarzschild sbou!d end here. 

The rev. gentleman then goes on to say how Jewish children are scattered 
in various Unions in London and eleewhere, telling us how their religiois training 
is looked after, and that he and bs colleagues are responsible for the rame. That 
be is resporsible I know, but how is the respors'bility discharged? What bis 
duty is is to bring before Anglo-Jewry’s notice the fact that Jewish children are 
in the workbouses of London and tbat they sbould te taken ont and prorer 
bomes with decent surroundings be found for them. If the Rev. Mr. Stern can 
do no good, he should at Jeast refrain from doirg harm by entering into a diecus- 
sion in respect to the vital points of which he is, to all appearances, totally 
ignorant. 


Mr. Schwarzschild Replies. 


To THE EDITOR.—From Mr. PERCY H. SCHWARZSCHILD, 58, Pembridge 
Villas, W. 


S1R,—I beg leave to thank you for bavirg us3d your powerfal iofinence for 
good in this matter, and the Norwood autbor:ties for making known that fvur out 
cf every hundred double orphan Jewish children who in future apply for admis- 
sion into this home, baving pes:ed the medical examination ard satisfied the 
managers that they are destitute, may expect to beocme inmates ef. er a ecjourn 
of several days and probably weeks—instead, perhaps, cf the customary months— 
in various workhouse homes. 

The Norwood Committee know full well that, as you point out in your issue 
of the 21st ult., until they come to some satisfactory srrarg-ment with the 
supreme authority in the matter (the Local Government Boara), whereby these 
children may exerciee their right to enter the Home, they cannot do so without 
being first compelled, as in the past and at present, to forsake theirfaith. The fact 
remains that in prcbably over fifty oases of the ninety-six. such children do 
innocently fall into the spare so cleverly set, and which, let it be noted, is of the 
Norwood authorities’ own manufacture. | 

There can be no question of sacrificing that which has been cbtsined by trading 
in the souls of these helpless children who being double or; hans ptead for admission 
into the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum. Surely, Sir, the vast majority of the 
donors to this institution sre ratepayers, and therefore know full well that po 
donble orphan destitute child need be neglected, whilst the only reason remaining 
for their additional offerings to the Norwood authorities is that they desire that 
when Jewish cbildren are thus unfortunately situated they shall not be compelled 
to forsake their faith in order to obtain the necessaries of life. At no time in this 
matter have those working with me (or I, myself) concerned ourselves with those 
children who unfortunately drift into a workhouse and for whose release any 
institution may desire to negotiate. 

As but one example of the deplorable custom I would mention the case of a 
double orpban Jewish child whose admission was refatei solely because the 
applicant had to go through tbe usual course, aod which necegsitated many months 
of residence under the workbouse order and incluied the desecration cf the 
Sabbath, the non-observance of the dietary laws, and the attendance, morning 
and eveping. at non-Jewish prayer-meetings. All this while the child was held 
at the disposal of the Norwood autborities by the particular parich concerned. 
The delay was caused through this Jewish institution demanding 1s, 34. per 
week more than the Union concerned found n:cessary to spend io keeping the 
child themselv‘s. By threatening, after months of delay. to make this a test 
csse, the Jews’ Hospital succeeded in frightening the Guardians of the parieh into 
paying more than the Union claim to be epending in mainteining a non-Jewish 
child. It will be readily understood that such sotion justifies feelings of scorn for 
those who, being Jews by birth, managers of a Jewish institution, established for 
iJews and supported by Jews, see satisfaction in affirmivg an arrangement whereby 
the attachment of these double orphan children as members of our faith has been 
seriously endangered. The local Guardians were prepared to keep this child at a 
ocst equal to that spent on each of the other children, but objected to the whole 
system favoured by the Norwood managers. Farther, let it be noted that er qairy 

was made at the Norwood « ffice whether they wcu d be willing to order the child’s 
release at least over the Day of Atonement and New Year Holy Days. In the 
absence of the ls. 3d. they refused. 

Of the communications which have spontaneously come to me recently, 
permit me, Bir, briefly to refer to one. In this case it is again made clear that it 
is less difficult for a sir gle orpban to gain admission into the Norwood institution 
than for ove donbly afflicted. Tbis was proved to the authorities some time ago 
and my informant, writing of bis interview on applying for admission for the 
double orphan concerned, states with regard to being told that the workhouse must 
first be entered :— 

I asked why, and was told that my nephew being a doub! “at j 
into the workhouse, and then they vill him Pon Jewish Hone 
Well, I objected to him going into the workh: u-<e, and said: I don’t mind keeping the 
boy until such time a- he would be elected and admitted into the home. They tod me 
that in the case of douole orphans there is no election, but the child mast go through 
the workbouse. 

I may add that this application was made early in September last, and the 
boy siill remains ia the wo:khcuse home under regulations identical with those 


mentioned earlier in this letter, excep} that he attends on | 
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The Rev J F Stern (in hie letter which appeared in the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
of Friday last) bas kindly taken the troubls to remove that which be considers to 
be a serious misapprehension, but which bas never existed in my mind. If the 
reverend gentleman will again read my letter in your colamns of the 14th alt., 
he will find that the purpose of the protest bas throughout been and remains 
against the custom of this Institution whereby those double orphans who seek its 
guariianship are, in their innocence, compelled to throw over that which the 
Institution was founded primarily to preserve. I bumbly beg leave to admit that 
I do not understand the reverend gentleman's submission that men and women of 
Jewish birth, governing an institution bearing a Jewish title, and founded to help 
those who would wish to preserve Judaism intact, are faithfully guarding their 
trust. when they require these children to ignore the Decalogae. : 

It may interest the Rev. Mr. Stern to know that both the cases I have 
cited sre of obildren about double the ace at which he thinks they may with 
impunity be compelled by members of our faith holding publio office to be taught 
to worebin daily a Trinity. 

Ap effort wes made recently, before the long-delayed release of  ebild to 
Norwood f om under a similar workhoure order, that the child be allowed to 
abstain from the daily prayers. The applicant—aot a Norwood representative— 
was succes:fal, and the reply of the person in charge of the workhouse hcme 
was :— 

“ Yes, if you wish; but it really does noi matter, for little 
them by heart.” 

This reply may at first appear fanny, but is there not tragedy underlying all 
this when one remembers that it results, not by accident, but through the action 
— however well intentioned—of this Jewish Institution ? 

I canvot believe that all the Honorary Officers of the Institution are fully 
acqnainted with the deplorable system there in vogue, and for which they are 
responsible, but if their places were filled by persons not of Jewish birth there can 
be no question that less disregard would then te shown by the Institution for the 
honourable observance of cur faith by those who seek its aid. 

It pow remains for every effort to be made in immediately demanding of the 
Norwood authorities either the abolition of the rule that may allow any double 
orphan Jewish child to be compelled to forsake our faith as a condition before 
admiesion is granted, or the transfer of the management to those who will hold 
their trust, Judaism—sruth and right dealing—as above any limit of either age or 
money.

EAST LONDON SYNAGOGUE. 


SPECIAL SERVICES FOR YOUNG MEN AND WOMEN. 
The first of the present season's special services for yonng men and women which 


have been held at the East London Synagogne in recent years during the winter months, | 
took place last Saturday. I+ followed immediately after the ordinary evening service. 


The attendance of girls largely ontnambered that of the young men. The Rev. J. F. 


Stern ccnducted the service and delivered the inangural address. After making an 


earnest appeal for the recognition of the claims of religion among the interests of 
hfe, Mr. Stern dwelt upon the story of the despising of the birthright by Isaac's first- 
born eon as told in the S. diah of the week. He concluded by saying: “The story has 
a lesson for us and oar services give us the opportunity of proving whether we are 
disposed to learn it or not. Onur rligion is ourcommon birthright. Why do we, like 
Exau, despite it? Why do we, like Jacob, lead others to despise it? Becan<e, 
like Esau, many of us set pleasure, ease and comfort before daty; in order to 
get on in the world and have a good time, we throw off everything which has not 
@ material value and 1oake eelf-gratification the aim and end of life; and again, because 
lke Jacob many of us bave no sympathy and no tolerance and no consideration for 
those of our bceothera and sisters who do not or whd cannot, either on account of 
temperament or defective religions education, or becaase of circamstances, come up to 
our own standard cf religious condact and observance. The modern Esaus place every- 
thing before religions duty—eport, pleasnre, and every kind of nto they find time 
and opportunity for everything but religion; the modern Jacobs are those amongst us, 
who, satisfied that their own religions needs are met, care nothing for those of their 


brethren who are not as interested in and as observant of their religion as they are them- 


selves ; they hold out no handto reach them and bring them in the religious fold, and 
thus they help to aswell the number of the callous and indiffe ent amongst us. and to 
create that growing commanity of E.aus who despise their religions birthright and 


_become estranged from and lost to the community of Israel. Our services are an 


attempt to bridge the guif between the two extremes—to bring an end to the estrange- 
ment between brothers and to unite them in the brotherhood of Israel—through the 
worshp of Israel's God.” 

The addresses at these services are to be given on alternate weeks by laymen. 
Mr. Denzil A. Myer will be the speaker at to-morrow’s service. 


EDUCATIONAL SUCCESSES.

The annual genera! meeting of the Jewish Emigration S-:ciety wa8 he'd at 
Kieff 1n No: ember. 

M. Lev Brodski, the eminent philsnthropist, who presided sid it was his 
conviction of the great importance of sy-temstic emig ation work to Rus-ian 
Je+ry et the pre-ent monent th t h d induced him t» joaney to L ndo1 to 
consult with Mess s. Leopold de Rovbsch ld ani Jaccb H Scaiff at the Committee 
meeting of this department of the Ito, ani he was ready to ess st the Ico fur her 
to the besi of his abili'y. He was, however, of opin'on that the emig‘an's settled 
by the Ito shcud be enabled to remain in their naticna! milieu and to preserve 
their pational character. It was therefore importan' nt to disperse the emigran s 
over tco large an area, bat to ccnsentrate them, as far as po s b'e in one dsrric’. 
Th's could be bist effected by founding Jewish agrcul ural colonies, for which 
they possessed very good human material ia the Je vish colonists who cou'd not 
secure @ livelihood in Rassia and were ob!''g3d to emigrate wholeeale acroes the 
ocean. Later on, other c'asrei of Je vs of vai u3 oalliogs could group themselves 
roand ths agricultural settlements thus established. 

M. Brodski u ged that the narrow limits wi hin which ths Ito was condacting 
its emig atioa work should be extendei. It was also necesrary to ovganire the 
transfer of monry sent by the immizrant3 from Amrricato Rossia. Owing to the 
lack of such a service the immigrants had to pay heavy charzes for r m tt+nces to 
their families and r-latives, while a portion of the moneys went esiray alt g-ther. 
The It») sbou'd and:rtake the regulation of that work, for which M. Brodeki 
offered the tecbnical assistense of bis Kieff office. 

In pres: n*ting the reyor:, Dr. Joche)mann gave a general review of the h'sicry 
of the Galveston emigration and of the present pcsition of the Jewish Emigration 
Society. In epise of evil prophecies and ge-eral scepticism, the Ito bad proved 
that is was possible to divers the emigraticn movement from itso'dcrurse. Nobody 
denied any longer the success of the Galveston work. which had become widcly 
popular. 

Miss Eugénie Mandelstamm, daughter of the Jate Dr Mandelstamm, read the 
Board’s annual report, which stated that the Society, although it had sent 
some 7,500 immigrants via Galveston (the majority of whom were prosperously 
settled), did not limit its work to Galveston emigration, bat devoted its attention 

ikewise to general em‘gration. Dorirg the past year some 25.000 emigrants bad 
been supplied with information. Between Januarv, 1912, aod Oostober, 1913 the 
Kie ff Bareau had obtained passports for rome 2700 persons. All the emigrants 
who nad appl:ed to the Society were medically examined free of charge. 

After a debate, the meeting unanimously adopted M. Brodski’s and Dr. 
Jochelmann’s propoeals, and a commission was appointed to study the question cf 
creating an emigration fund. Aft+r a unanimous vote of thanks to Dr. Juchelmann 
for his devoted labours, M Brodski was ¢l-cted President; Dr. Jochelman, Vice 
President ; Miss Mandelstamm, Secretary ; Eogineer L. Lew, Treasurer ; together 
with a Committee. 

The Ito has to lament the tragic death, at the early age of thirty-five, of Herr 
M. Schmidt, who, as Hon. Secretary of the Vienna Branob, had borne the cbief 
labours of arranging the Vienna Conference of 1912. He was returning from 
Barcelona when, near Carcassonne, in the middle of the night a gust of wind 
forced open the carriage door and he fell out. His travelling companion having 


stopped the train, he was picked up with a fractured skull and died half-an-hour 
later without regaining consciousness.

JEWS AND THE DRAMA. 


LECTURE BY MR. ARTHUR BOURCHIER, M.A. 


Before @ crowded gathering at the Jewish Institute last Sat 

Bourohier spoke on the “ Jews and the Drama.” Dayan 

__Mr. BOURCHIER, who was enthusiastically received, expressed his pleasure in 
having been invited toaddressa Jewish gathering, Hesketchedthe origin and develop- 
ment of the drama from its earliest days down to the times of Elizabeth when the 
Jews first appeared on the stage. Daring the twelfth and thirteenth ceaturies, the 
Jews, he said, were persecated in this country with a bitterness and vigour which had 
seldom been equalled since—even in the darkeat days and in Ragssia. He 
showed how the conditions «f the time were refl-cted on the stage, and 


eo they found that even the generous and liberal-minded Ivanhoe was: 


represented as shrioking from the touch of Isaac of York. 8o about 
the year 1579, an astute manager—they were not told whether he was an 
actor-manager—produced a play called “The Jew,” at the Bull Theatre. The 
play iteelf had been lost aud the name of the author was unkoown, which was 
anfortanate, for this was the first recorded appearance of a Jew on the Eaglish 
stage.

r-ceived it with great delight. This play was followed, appareotiy about 1591, by 
Marlow’s ‘‘ Roch Jew of Malta,” which must have given even more pleasure to the 
panic-stricken playg ers of Christian Eagland. Barrabas, its priacipal character, 
was sorely one of the biggest scouadrels theatre audiences had ever seen, and he 
(Mr. Bourchier) spoke with a tolerably large acqaaintance of the vi'lains of melo- 
drama. But the : lay suited the age, and fanned the animosity against the Jews 
in England. There was, however, some fins poetry in the play. 
Coming to the time when “The Merchant of Venice” appeared, Mr. Bourchier 
thought that Shakespeare intended it asa plea for toleration, a counter blast to 
the horrible villainies depicted ia the character of Barrabas in Marlow’s play. It wes 
the fashion nowaday 8, asit was the fashion in Shakespeare’s day, toaccuse the Jews of 
every conceivable meanness in the matter of basiness—the very name of Shylock 
had crept into the dictionaries as a term of reproach—but speaking as a business man 
as Well as an actor manager, he for one had never had caase to regret any fiaancial 
dealinge—he knew nothing about moneylender:— which he had with members of 
tbe Jewish race a+ membera of syndica'es for the promotion of plays. In 
1701, the play was revived io @ very garoled version by Lord Lansdowne. It 
was, indeed, a wonderful performances, which his lordship’s disatiagaished 
descendant could not hops to rival ia the fields of statesmanship and diplomacy. 
Shylock was made a comis characier, and plaved by the pi :ciple low comedian of 
the day. Edmund Kean, a Jew, eon of Aaron Kean, was ths first to get away from 
the old convention, and to apply his clear, sound, and vigoroas understanding with a 
new conception of the character, which gave rise to the fioe comprehension of 
Shylock that prevailed on our stage to-day. If Edmund Kean was the first of Jewish 
blood to make his mark on the stage, he was, assuredly, not the last. When 
ridicale and horseplay bad succeeded cfficial persecation, and when a dramatist 
wanted an Aunt Sally for his audience to throw their sticks at, he

iato bis play, to be jeered at by bibulonus Christians through many weary acts. 
The character of Moses ia “The School for Scandal” might be cited as the 
least objectionable instance in these cizhteenth cantury plays—but Sheridan was

play, “ Nathau the Wise,” and went on to say that aboat the end of the eighteenth 
century, Richard Cumberland, author of several plays, which were now mzroifally 
forgotten, produced a comedy called “ Toe Jew,” ia which the pringipal character 
was represented as starviog himseif, out of sheer benevolence, in order to keep & 
Christian youth who had been shown the door by his father. The play was un- 
successfal, the author lamenting that the Jewish community had done so 
little to su,port him at the box cffice, that uofailing cash register of 
what the pablic wanted.

He had endeavoured 
to show that in the march of enlightenment the drama had taken a foremost part.

Sir,—I bave followed the correspondence on this subject, and quite endorse 
the re arks made by Mr. Taffler. I ta the leaders of the commuopity will interes: 
themselves in this most imporcant movement. | 

I, as Secretary of a Jewish s\ciety of 150 members, find that 75 per cent. belong to 
the neighbouring synagogue, cons: quently there mast be at least a few hundred children 
who receive no Hebrew education whatever. Either they do not know of the classes 
or the distance is too great. I can speak from experience when I eay this, as my own 
children have been absent for the same reason. 

A central building is most essential here, where there must be at least 800 Jewish 
families. Young pe ple could then meet and‘enjoy the fciendship of their coreligionis 
and so tighten the bonds of their religion. Again, an inetitation of this kind would be 
greatly appreciated by the members of onr society, for then they could hold their 
meetings there, instead of at a public house, as at present. 

I may mention that for some time we endeavoured to hold our meetings at Fores; 
Gate Synagogue, but on account of the distance very few attended ; therefore we were 
compelled to remove to a more central position. 7 

T hops the lead-rs of the community will call a meeting, and I am certain that the 
prop al will receive far greater support than 0 | anticipate.
